Martha Firestone Ford continues to provide great stewardship for the Detroit Lions as 
owner and chairman, succeeding her husband, William Clay Ford, who passed away on March 
9, 2014 after serving as the sole owner of the franchise for 50 years (1964-2013). 

Mrs. Ford, now in her third year as owner and chairman, has been affiliated with the Lions 
since her husband purchased the club in 1963. Mr. Ford’s ownership qrew intoa pee oe 
family tradition that now includes multiple generations of the Ford Family. Mrs. Ford proudly 
honors that tradition with firm leadership and stability. 

In 2014, Mrs. Ford’s initial season as Owner and Chairman, the Lions finished 11-5 in Head 
Coach Jim Caldwell’s first season, the franchise’s best record since 1991, and earned a spot 
in the playoffs for the second time in four seasons. 

After a disappointing 1-7 start to the 2015 season Mrs. Ford made sweeping changes to 
the front office and the team responded with a 6-2 finish, its best second-half record since 
1995. In November, Mrs. Ford appointed Rod Wood as team president to run the business 
operations, and in January she hired Bob Quinn, a long-time member of the New England 
Patriots player personnel department, as executive vice president and general manager to 
oversee the football operations. 

In addition to her contributions to the football team, Mrs. Ford also has made a positive 
impact in the community. This past June, she was honored with the 2016 Zero Tolerance 
Award by the Detroit Public Safety Foundation at the annual “Women in Blue” banquet for 
the team’s stance on domestic violence. 

Born in Akron, Ohio, Mrs. Ford is the granddaughter of one of America’s great automotive 
industrial icons, Harvey Firestone. She graduated from Vassar College in 1946 with a 
bachelor’s degree. After getting married in 1947, Mr. and Mrs. Ford located to the Detroit 
area and became active members of the metro Detroit community. 

In addition to being the owner and chairman of the Detroit Lions, Mrs. Ford currently serves 
on the board for Detroit Lions Charities and on the board of The Henry Ford Health System. 
She has held leadership positions with many organizations, including The Merrill Palmer 
Institute, The University Liggett School, and The Children’s Home of Detroit. She was also 
the founder and longtime board member of The Maple Grove Institute. 

Jon Mrs. Ford on the board of the Detroit Lions are her three daughters, Martha Ford 
Morse, Sheila Ford Hamp, Elizabeth Ford Kontulis, and her son, William Clay Ford Jr. She 


also has 14 grandchildren and three great-grandchildren.

In the history of professional sports, few families compare to the Ford Family and its 
connection to the Detroit Lions. This unique Hise Uy te all the way back to 1934, the 
very first season the Lions ever played in Detroit, when William Clay Ford attended his first 
Lions game with his father, Edsel Ford. 

In 1963, Mr. Ford would purchase the Lions and become sole owner, and over the past 
six decades the passion and love Mr. Ford had for the Lions has been shared with his wife, 
Martha, their children and grand-children. 

Upon Mr. Ford’s passing in 2014, the Lions remained in the family and Mrs. Ford assumed 
majority ownership. Mrs. Ford is supported directly by all four of her children, Martha Ford 
Morse, Sheila Ford Hamp, William Clay Ford Jr. and Elizabeth Ford Kontulis, each of whom 
serve as the team’s vice chairmen and on the board of directors. 

In 2015, each of the vice chairmen, along with Mrs. Ford and team President Rod Wood, 
served on the team’s Advisory Board created to help assist in the search for a new General 
Manager. That search led to the hiring of former New England Patriots Director of Pro Scouting 
Bob Quinn. All four children also are members of the Board of Detroit Lions Charities. 

The vice chairmen’s involvement with the Lions dates back to when they also attended 
games during their childhood. Years later, they now remain deeply devoted, along with their 
mother, to overseeing and governing the Lions with one primary goal in mind -- to bring 
Detroit a Super Bowl title. 

Beyond building a consistently winning football team, the Ford Family continues the legacy 
left by Mr. Ford to support the city of Detroit and the state of Michigan with transformative 
philanthropy, while also establishing the Lions organization as exemplary on and off the field.

Detroit Lions Owner and Chairman of the Board Martha Firestone Ford appointed Rod Wood as the Lions’ new 
team president November 19, 2015. Wood reports directly to Mrs. Ford and oversees the business side of the 
organization. 

Upon his hiring as the team president, Wood Immediately began an organizational evaluation, while also 
focusing on Mrs. Ford’s directive to “improve, compete and win” during the second half of the 2015 season. Over the 
final eight games, the team finished with a 6-2 record, its best second-half mark since the 1995 season. 

In addition to evaluating all business functions within the Lions and Ford Field during his first few months as 
president, Wood also focused on the long term, specifically the hiring of the team’s new general manager, which 
included the establishment of the Advisory Board, whose goal was to execute the team’s general manager search. 

The Advisory Board included Mrs. Ford, Martha Ford Morse, Sheila Ford Hamp, William Clay Ford, Jr., Elizabeth 
Ford Kontulis and Wood. 

Shortly after establishment of the Advisory Board, Wood announced the team’s agreement with long-time 
National Football League executive Ernie Accorsi to assist the general manager search. Accorsi, a member of the 
NFL’s Career Development Advisory Panel since 2012, has worked in the NFL for more than 40 years. As general 
manager of the New York Giants, he built a Super Bowl team in 2000 and put together the foundation that led the 
2007 Giants to a Super Bowl title. Since his retirement, he has also served as a consultant for the Carolina Panthers 
(2012-14) and Chicago Bears (2014). 

By January, the Advisory Board and Wood announced the hiring of Bob Quinn as executive vice president and 
general manager. Quinn served 16 seasons in the New England Patriots player personnel department that helped 
construct four Super Bowl winning teams. Along with Quinn’s hiring, Wood also added Accorsi as special advisor to 
the team president. 

Wood’s all-encompassing, “everything is on the table” approach of organizational evaluation and decision 
making has made a tangible and positive impact on the business operations for both the Lions and Ford Field. 

On the business side, Wood has reshaped the team’s business operations in order to improve the franchise’s 
ability to compete on and off the field. He formed a new business leadership team to improve the team’s competitive 
financial position, fan engagement and the overall customer experience. Wood is determined to strengthen the Lions 
and Ford Field brands with stronger business partnerships and more strategic alliances that will positively impact the 
business operation and provide necessary support to the football operation. 

Additionally, Wood also has worked alongside Quinn to improve the team’s football infrastructure at the Lions 
Allen Park practice facility, including a completely renovated and updated weight room and other ongoing facility 
improvements. 

For the eight years prior to his appointment as team president, Wood worked closely with the Detroit Lions 
organization and the Ford Family in his role as President and CEO of Ford Estates. 

From 1999 until his appointment at Ford Estates in 2007, Wood was Executive Vice President of Wealth 
Management for the Wilmington Trust Company in Wilmington, Del., a $400 million operation with 17 offices in eight 
states. Wood directed the company’s entire wealth management business nationally, and he managed the personal 
trust, financial planning, private banking, investment management, family office services and sales functions for the 
wealth advisory business of Wilmington Trust 

Prior to joining Wilmington Trust, Wood held an executive position with Comerica Bank where he oversaw 12 
offices in four states. 

Over the years, Wood has been a member on numerous company and non-profit boards and now serves on the 
board of trustees and is an officer for Detroit Lions Charities. 

Wood graduated from Goodrich (Mich.) High School, and he earned a Bachelor of Business Administration degree 
from the University of Michigan and a graduate degree from the ABA Graduate School of Commercial Banking. 

Wood and his wife, Susan, have one daughter, Alison, and a son, Taylor.

Bob Quinn, hired January 11, 2016 as Executive Vice President and General Manager, oversees the entire Lions’ 
football operations and reports directly to Owner and Chairman of the Board, Martha Firestone Ford. 

Since joining the Lions, Quinn, who spent the previous 16 seasons with the New England Patriots, has begun 
building the football foundation which he believes will provide the team with the optimum chance for success. During 
his introductory press conference, he quickly set forth his vision. 

“Our culture will be one of great work ethic and no egos,” said Quinn. “We will create a working class attitude 
throughout the organization. The city of Detroit, the state of Michigan are known for hard work. The Detroit Lions will 
have a culture of hard work. The auto industry is based on hard work and these fans deserve that.” 

Shortly after joining the Lions, Quinn made two important moves when he announced the appointment of Kyle 
O’Brien as the Lions new Director of Player Personnel and that Head Coach Jim Caldwell would return to lead the 
team for the 2016 season. 

Quinn’s own vast player personnel experience with one of the most successful teams in NFL history provides 
the foundation for his belief that successful teams are built with rosters of outstanding depth and done so by utilizing 
all avenues of player acquisition and scouting resources. 

Among the numerous free agents acquired by Quinn this offseason was WR Marvin Jones, considered by many 
to be the top free agent wide receiver on the market. Additionally, Quinn also retained key Lions free agents, 
including DT Haloti Ngata and LB Tahir Whitehead. 

His initial draft class featured the selection of the most linemen (offense and defense) in a Lions draft since 
1989, highlighted by the team’s first three picks (T Taylor Decker, DT A’Shawn Robinson and C Graham Glasgow). 

During his time with New England, he served a number of roles in the player personnel department, including 
most recently as Director of Pro Scouting from 2012-15. While he worked as Director of Pro Scouting, the Patriots 
won the 2014 Super Bowl and four-straight AFC East Division championships. 

From 2009-2012, Quinn was the Assistant Director of Pro Personnel. For the previous nine years, Quinn worked 
in several different capacities within the Patriots player personnel department, including roles in college scouting as 
a National Scout and Regional Scout. He played an integral role in evaluating and procuring talent for the team 
through the NFL draft process, free agency, trades, etc. 

While working for the New England Patriots, he helped contribute to one of the most impressive stretches in 
NFL history, one that produced four Super Bowl titles, including the most recent championship in 2014 (Super Bowl 
XLIX). Since 2000, Quinn’s first year with New England, the Patriots have won six AFC Championships, 13 AFC East 
titles, 12+ games in a season 10 times (which includes the past six years) and 10+ games in 14 of his 16 seasons. 

As Director of Pro Scouting, Quinn utilized all possible methods to seek the Patriots “next player.” This 
approach had a tremendous impact on the Patriots’ Super Bowl XLIX championship as seven players, who were 
acquired (including two via trades) after the start of the regular season, all played in the Super Bowl. 

Another key player during the Super Bowl XLIX championship run, CB Malcolm Butler, signed with the club after 
a rookie minicamp tryout. Butler, who sealed the Super Bowl victory with a goal line interception, would join All-Pro 
CB Darrelle Revis in the New England secondary. The Patriots signed Revis, who was a free agent, shortly after his 
release from Tampa Bay in March 2014. 

Prior to serving as Director of Pro Scouting, Quinn was the Patriots’ Assistant Director of Pro Personnel. Prior to 
that, he worked in college scouting as the team’s national scout in 2008 and as a regional scout from 2004-07. 

In 2008, the Patriots drafted LB Jerod Mayo in the first round and WR Matthew Slater in the fifth round. Mayo 
was a two-time Pro Bowl linebacker and Slater has become one of the league’s elite special teams players having 
earned five Pro Bowl selections and three All-Pro honors. Quinn also served two seasons (2002-03) as a pro scout 
and two seasons (2000-01) as a player personnel assistant for the Patriots. 

Before his 16-year tenure started with the Patriots, Quinn was a graduate assistant in the athletic department 
at the University of Connecticut (1998-99). 

A native of Norwood, Mass., Quinn earned his master’s degree in sports management from UConn in 2000 and 
completed his undergraduate studies at UConn in 1998. Quinn and his family live in suburban Detroit. 


JIM CALDWELL 
Head Coach

Year in NFL: 16 
The first Lions head coach since George Wilson (1957-58) to post a combined winning record (18-14) in his first 
two seasons, Jim Caldwell returns to lead the Lions in 2016, his 39th season in coaching and 16th in the NFL. 

Caldwell’s NFL coaching resume’ is highlighted by two Super Bowl titles and three appearances in the NFL’s 
championship game. His teams also have qualified for the NFL playoffs 12 times and in 2009 he led the Indianapolis 
Colts to an AFC Championship and a berth in Super Bowl XLV. 

In 2014, Caldwell became only the third head coach in Lions history to lead the team to the playoffs in his first 
season and also set a record for the most wins by a Lions head coach (11) in his first season. 

On January 14, 2014, the day Caldwell was hired by the Ford Family to lead this proud and historic franchise, his 
message to the organization was two-fold: 

“Image and identity. Either you create it, or somebody’s going to create it for you,” Caldwell stated. “So, let me 
tell you what we’re going to look like. We’re going to be smart. We’re going to be a football team that takes the field 
that’s not going to shoot itself in the foot. 

“We’re going to be a team that is disciplined, focused and understands situational football. It’s going to be 
drilled and drilled and drilled and not just given lip service. What you should see on the field is obviously a product of 
our coaching, our instruction and our demands.” 

Caldwell continued, “We’re going to do things the right way, but we’re going to be a physical, hard-nosed, rough 
football team. We’re going to flat get after you from the word ‘go’ every single snap of the ball on offense, defense 
and in the kicking game.” 

With that message firmly in place, Caldwell enters his third season in Detroit seeking to take the Lions to 
greater heights in 2016 after earning a playoff spot with an 11-5 record in 2014 and finishing the 2015 season strong 
with a 6-2 record over the last eight games. 


LIONS LEADER 
In two seasons, Caldwell has led the Lions to an 18-14 record with a playoff appearance in 2014. 

Last year, the Lions finished the 2015 season as one of only eight teams to compile a 6-2 record over the last 
eight games of the season. 

Following a 1-7 start, Caldwell led the Lions to a 7-9 record in 2015 on the shoulders of the 6-2 surge to finish 
off the year. Detroit became the fourth team since 1991 to start a season with one or fewer wins in the first eight 
games (1-7 or 0-8 record) and finish with a 6-2 record. A 6-2 finish is the best record by any team since 1991 to start 
the season with a 1-7 or 0-8 record. It marks the Lions' best second-half finish since the team finished 7-1 in 1995. 

After making a mid-season coaching change by promoting Jim Bob Cooter to offensive coordinator, the team’s 
offense rebounded, specifically behind the passing of QB Matthew Stafford. Over the last eight games, Stafford set 
franchise records in passer rating (110.1) and completion percentage (70.0) over any eight-game span. He also 
finished the season with a 19-to-2 touchdown-to-interception ratio. 

The offense also featured three players who each caught 80+ receptions (WR Golden Tate, 90; WR Calvin 
Johnson, 88; RB Theo Riddick, 80) for the first time in team history and for only the fifth time in NFL history. 

On defense, the Lions were paced by Pro Bowl DE Ezekiel Ansah, whose 14.5 sacks led the NFC and were third- 
best in the NFL. Ansah finished the season just shy (15.0, DE Robert Porcher in 1999) of the team’s official single- 
season sacks record. 

By compiling an 11-5 regular season record in 2014, Caldwell tied Potsy Clark (1931, Portsmouth Spartans) for 
the most wins in franchise history by a coach in his first year with the club. He is the third coach in team history to 
lead the Lions to the playoffs in his first year with Detroit (George Wilson in 1957; Bobby Ross in 1997). 

Caldwell is the seventh coach in franchise history (since 1930) to lead the Lions to a winning record (entire 
season) in his first year with the club, and he is one of four coaches (Potsy Clark in 1931, George Wilson in 1962 and 
Wayne Fontes in 1991) to lead the Lions to 11+ wins in a season. 

Defensively, the Lions put together one of the best units in team history over the course of a season in 2014. 
Detroit ranked second overall in team defense (300.9 yds/g) and third in points allowed (17.6 pts/g). The team’s No. 2 
ranking in total defense was the highest finish for the Lions since 1970, and the 300.9 yards allowed per game was 
the lowest tally allowed since 1993. 

Detroit’s top-ranked rush defense allowed just 69.3 yards per game, which not only set a team single-season 
record but it ranked as the ninth best single-season run defense in NFL history. 

Improved ball security became one of the team’s greatest improvements in 2014. By accumulating a +7 turnover 


differential (27 takeaways, 20 giveaways), the Lions finished with a +19 improvement in turnover margin, which was 
the second-best improvement in the NFL over the past two seasons. Detroit decreased the team’s turnovers by 
producing 14 fewer giveaways last year compared to 2013 and finished tied for the second-best improvement. 

Five players accrued Pro Bowl honors for their 2014 performances (WR Calvin Johnson, S Glover Quin, QB 
Matthew Stafford, DT Ndamukong Suh and WR Golden Tate). The five-player group represents the most Pro Bowl 
players in a season for the Lions since 2000. Additionally, it was the first time the Lions had two wide receivers 
named to the same Pro Bowl. Stafford also became the first Lions quarterback to play in the Pro Bowl since 1972 and 
Quin became the first Lions Pro Bowl safety since 1992. 


COACHING OVERVIEW 

e Hired as head coach for the Detroit Lions January 14, 2014. 

¢ In five years as an NFL head coach, Caldwell has led his teams to 11+ wins twice, including last season with Detroit 
(11) and in 2009 while with Indianapolis (14). 

¢ Holds a 44-36 (.550) regular-season record in five seasons as an NFL head coach. He captured his third 10-win 
season in his first year with the Lions by leading the team to an 11-5 finish in 2014. 

e In 15 NFL seasons, Caldwell has worked on coaching staffs that have led teams to 12 winning seasons and only 
twice finished below .500. Overall, Caldwell’s teams he coached for have compiled a 160-84 regular season record, 
along with 12 playoff appearances, eight division titles, three conference championships and two Super Bowl wins. 

* Coached in three Super Bowls with Indianapolis (XLI and XLIV) and Baltimore (XLVII) and won two Super Bowl titles 
(Indianapolis and Baltimore). 

e In first year as head coach for Indianapolis (2009), he won the AFC Championship and led the franchise to Super 
Bowl XLIV. He became the first NFL coach to win his first 14 games and the fifth rookie head coach to reach the Super 
Bowl. 

© One of four head coaches to produce 24+ regular-season wins and a Super Bowl berth in their first two career 
seasons as head coach. 

e Led the Colts to two consecutive AFC South division titles in 2009 and 2010. 

e In eight of the 10 seasons Caldwell coached in Indianapolis, the Colts ranked in the Top-10 in total offense eight 
times and six times in the Top-5. 

e From 2003-09, Caldwell was the Colts quarterbacks coach and was also promoted to assistant head coach and 
associate head coach during that time. He worked closely with QB Peyton Manning and the team’s quarterbacks. 
During that span, Indianapolis set NFL records with seven consecutive seasons finishing with 11+ wins (6, Dallas 
1976-81) and 12+ victories (4, Dallas, 1992-95). 

¢ Manning won all four of his NFL MVP (2003, 2004, 2008, 2009) awards under Caldwell’s tutelage. 

e Two of his quarterbacks, Manning (Super Bowl XLI) and Ravens QB Joe Flacco (Super Bowl XLVII) were named 
Super Bowl MVPs following their teams’ respective championship runs. 

e Led the Ravens offense that helped guide the team to a 5-2 record after taking over as offensive coordinator late in 
the 2012 season. During that span of seven games, the team averaged 400.6 yards per game. Over the four playoff 
wins, the Ravens averaged 410.3 yards per game. 


RAVENS SUPER RUN 

On December 10, 2012, less than one year since joining the Ravens as the team’s quarterbacks coach, Caldwell 
was promoted to offensive coordinator with just three weeks to play in the regular season. Ravens Head Coach John 
Harbaugh entrusted Caldwell to lead the team’s offensive unit in its run to make the playoffs. What resulted from 
this decision changed the direction of the Ravens and put them on path to claim an NFL title by winning Super Bowl 
XLVII. 

After Caldwell took over the team’s offense, the Ravens would win the AFC North and go on to win the Super 
Bowl. In the team’s final seven games, including four in the postseason, the Ravens averaged 400.6 yards per game 
and 27.3 points per game, including 410.3 yards per game and 31.0 points per game in the playoffs. The Ravens’ 31.0 
points/game in the postseason is the highest playoff scoring average in NFL history by a Super Bowl team who 
advanced from the Wild Card round and played four playoff games. 

During that span, QB Joe Flacco threw 15 touchdowns with just one interception, along with 1,737 passing 
yards. In the playoffs, Flacco threw 11 touchdowns and 0 interceptions and accumulated a 117.2 passer rating. He 
joined Hall of Fame QB Joe Montana as the only passers in NFL history to throw 11+ touchdowns and 0 interceptions 
during an NFL postseason. 

Caldwell served as the Ravens offensive coordinator in 2013 before arriving in Detroit. 


INDY’S HORSEPOWER 





In 10 seasons in Indianapolis (2002-11), including three as the franchise’s head coach (2009-11), Caldwell and 
the Colts achieved almost unparalleled success. In each of the first nine seasons, the Colts made the playoffs with a 
record-setting nine-consecutive playoff appearances that included six AFC South titles, two Super Bowl berths (XLI 
and XLIV) and one Super Bowl championship (XLI). 

In 2009, Caldwell was named the Colts’ head coach, a position he would oversee for the next three seasons. In 
his first two seasons, he directed the Colts to 14-2 and 10-6 regular-season records, winning consecutive AFC South 
titles, an AFC Championship and earning a berth in Super Bowl XLIV. He is one of just four head coaches in NFL 
history to win 24+ games and earn a berth in the Super Bowl in the coach’s first two career seasons as a head coach. 

During his first season as the Colts head coach, the team was 14-2. He became the NFL’s only rookie head 
coach to win his first 14 games in a season and second to win 14 games in his rookie season as coach. He also 
became the fifth rookie head coach to reach the Super Bowl. 

As a crucial piece to the Colts offensive coaching staff, Caldwell worked closely with All-Pro QB Peyton Manning 
and the team’s quarterbacks. His leadership helped guide the Colts offense to eight Top-10 rankings in total offense 
during his 10 seasons with Indianapolis, and the team was a Top-5 offense six different times. 

In Caldwell’s first two seasons as head coach (2009-10), Manning recorded the highest (4,700 yards in 2010) and 
third-highest (4,500 yards in 2009) passing totals in team history. In both seasons, he threw for 33 touchdowns which 
ranked as the second and third-highest tallies in Colts history. 

From 2002-10, the Colts won 109 games as Manning averaged a league-best 266.7 yards per game and threw 
for the most touchdowns (288) during that span. His completion percentage (66.7) and passer rating (99.3) were also 
the best in the NFL during those nine seasons. All four NFL MVP honors earned by Manning occurred while working 
with Caldwell. 

Caldwell spent his first three seasons as a quarterbacks coach before earning the expanded title of assistant 
head coach prior to the 2005 season. He was elevated to associate head coach with the club in 2008. 


PREVIOUS COACHING EXPERIENCE 

Caldwell’s NFL coaching roots date back to 2001 when he worked as a quarterbacks coach with the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers. After acquiring QB Brad Johnson via free agency, Caldwell helped the veteran quarterback to break then- 
team records for passing yards (3,046), completions (340) and attempts (540) as the team finished 9-7 and earned an 
NFC Wild Card berth. 

Before making the jump to the NFL, Caldwell spent seven seasons as the head coach at Wake Forest University 
where the Demon Deacons’ offense ranked in the NCAA’s Top-25 four times. In 1999, he led the team to its first 
winning season and bowl appearance (Aloha Bowl) since 1992. In 1995, the offense was ranked 10th in the nation and 
QB Rusty LaRue established seven NCAA passing records. 

From 1986-92, Caldwell was an assistant at Penn State where he coached the wide receivers (1986), 
quarterbacks and wide receivers (1987-90) and was named passing coordinator in 1991-92. With the Nittany Lions, 
Caldwell tutored QB Kerry Collins early in his college career. Collins would end his career at Penn State winning the 
Davey O'Brien Award as the nation's top college quarterback and the Maxwell Award as the nation's most 
outstanding player. 

Caldwell’s previous coaching stints include assistant positions at Louisville (1985), Colorado (1981-83), 
Northwestern (1981) and Southern Illinois (1978-80). 

He launched his coaching career in 1977 as a graduate assistant for the lowa Hawkeyes football program. 

During his college coaching career, Caldwell coached in six bowl games and won a national championship with 
Penn State in 1986. He also worked for several legendary college coaches who all won national titles during their 
careers, including Joe Paterno (Penn State), Howard Schnellenberger (Louisville), Bill McCartney (Colorado) and Rey 
Dempsey (Southern Illinois). 


COLLEGE PLAYING CAREER

degree in liberal arts from the University of lowa.

In 2009, Caldwell and his wife, Cheryl, launched The Jim and Cheryl Caldwell Foundation. The Foundation is 
committed to the educational empowerment of children through digital technology and "Preparing young minds for 
advancement in the 21st Century." 
To achieve this, the Caldwells create and provide community centers with integrated digital technology that 
serves as a catalyst to impact, change and enrich a child's learning proficiency. 
In September 2014, The Jim and Cheryl Caldwell Foundation, in collaboration with the Detroit Lions, opened 


“The Project Phoenix Learning Center,” a new 21st Century computer lab and learning center at the Detroit Lions 
Academy. The learning center includes new computers with Promethean ActivBoards, ActivSlate, ActivExpressions, a 
network printer, internet accessibility and specialized interactive instructional software. 

Caldwell returned to his hometown of Beloit, Wisc., in May 2016 where he and Cheryl opened their eighth 
Project Phoenix Learning Center. That learning center now impacts youth at the E.J. Dalton Boys and Girls Club. 

Caldwell also supports the Midnight Golf Program that teaches under-served young adults the game of golf and 
important life skills, including financial literacy, college preparation and community activism. 

For the past three years, Caldwell served as honorary chairman for the Charlie Sanders Foundation annual 
“Have A Heart Save A Life” Celebrity Golf Outing, which provides support to Student Healthy Heart Check programs 
provided by Beaumont Hospital and the Henry Ford Health System. 

During his first-year as the Lions head coach, Caldwell was honored by the Detroit Historical Society’s Black 
Historic Sites Committee after becoming the Lions’ first African American head coach. 

Caldwell is a two-time recipient (2009, 2010) of the Fritz Pollard Alliance Johnnie L. Cochran Jr. Salute to 
Excellence Award. 


PERSONAL BACKGROUND 
Born January 16, 1955 in Beloit, Wisc., Caldwell graduated from Beloit Memorial High School in 1973 after 

earning nine varsity letters in three sports (football, basketball and track) and membership into the National Honor 
Society. As a senior, he helped lead his football team to an undefeated season and the basketball team to a state 
championship. 

Caldwell was inducted in the high school’s Hall of Fame in 2011 and the Wisconsin Football Coaches 
Association Hall of Fame in 2013. 

In May 2016, the Beloit (Wisc.) School District dedicated the James Caldwell Gymnasium at the newly-opened 
Fran Fruzen Intermediate School in his honor. 

He and his wife, Cheryl, have four children: Jimmy, Jermaine, Jared and Natalie.

Teryl Austin joined the Detroit Lions as the team’s defensive coordinator in 2014 after spending the previous 
three seasons as the Baltimore Ravens defensive backs coach. In his first season at the helm of the Lions’ defense in 
2014, Austin led one of the NFL’s most dominant units as Detroit finished the season ranked No. 2 in total defense 
(300.9 yards per game) and No. 1 in rushing defense (69.3 yards per game). Austin continued his success into 2015, as 
the Lions defense led the NFL is tackles for loss (98) and finished in tied for seventh in sacks (43.0). 

A former safety at the University of Pittsburgh, Austin brings 25 years of defensive coaching experience to the 
Lions’ staff, specifically with a special talent for developing and teaching defensive backs. He spent 10 seasons as a 
defensive backs coach in the NFL, including stints with the Seattle Seahawks (2003-06), Arizona Cardinals (2007-09) 
and most recently with the Ravens (2011-13). In each of those three stops, he helped his teams pave the way to 
Super Bowl appearances (Seattle in 2005, Arizona in 2008 and Baltimore in 2012). In 2012, he helped guide the 
Ravens to a win in Super Bowl XLVII in New Orleans. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 
2015: The Lions defense rebounded in the second half of the 2015 season, helping lead Detroit to a 6-2 finish over 
the final eight games of the season. From Weeks 10-17, the Lions allowed only 19.4 points and 313.3 yards per game 
over the final eight games, which ranked seventh and eighth, respectively, in the NFL during that span. 
¢ The Lions were among the best in the NFL in attacking the quarterback in 2015, as they finished tied for seventh in 
sacks with 43.0. The team’s 43.0 sacks tied for fifth all-time in Lions history for single-season sacks. Detroit also led 
the League in team tackles for loss with 98. 
¢ The Lions’ defense was led by DE Ezekiel Ansah, who punched his ticket to his first-career Pro Bowl and an 
Associated Press Second Team All-Pro selection following a career-high 14.5 sacks. His 14.5 sacks ranked second 
behind only Raiders DE Khalil Mack (15.0) and Texans DE J.J. Watt (17.5). 
With 1.0 sack by Ansah (14.5) and 1.0 by DE Devin Taylor (7.0) in the finale at Chicago (1/3), together they 
accumulated over 20 sacks on the season (21.5). They became the first pair of Lions teammates to combine for 20+ 
sacks since DE Robert Porcher (15.0) and DE Tracy Scroggins (8.5) together recorded 23.5 in 1999. This marks the 
sixth time since 1982 that a pair of Lions teammates combined for 20+ sacks. 
2014: Detroit finished the 2014 season yielding 1,109 rushing yards, and became the ninth team in NFL history to 
finish the season allowing less than 70 rushing yards per game. In 16 games, the Lions allowed 69.3 rushing yards per 
game and finished with the ninth-best opponent rushing yards allowed per game average in NFL history. The team’s 
17.6 points allowed per game also ranked third in the NFL that season. 
¢ The 69.3 rushing yards allowed per game by the Lions in 2014 also set a franchise record, breaking the previous 
mark set in 1970 (82.3 yds/g). 
© 2014 marked the first time the Lions finished in the Top-2 in total defense since 1970 and first since the NFL 
started playing a 16-game schedule in 1978. 
e With an interception against the Chicago Bears (12/21), the Lions concluded their streak with an interception at 12- 
straight games in 2014. The streak was the longest by the Lions in a single season since 1981 (13), and the 1981 
season was also the last time the Lions intercepted a pass in 10+-straight games. 
¢ Detroit set a new franchise record in the team’s playoff game at Dallas (1/4/15) as the team registered six sacks 
(51 yards lost) against the Cowboys. The Lions’ six sacks surpassed the previous high of four sacks garnered at 
Cleveland December 28, 1952. The team’s six sacks doubled the highest previous total (3 vs. Dallas 1/5/92) since 
sacks became an official statistic in 1982. 
¢ S Glover Quin, with seven interceptions in 2014, became the first Lions player to lead the NFL in interceptions since 
Hall of Fame CB Lem Barney in 1967 when he registered 10 during his exceptional rookie campaign. Quin is the first 
Lions defensive player to finish the season with sole possession of first place among league leaders in interceptions 
since Hall of Fame DB Jack Christensen in 1953. 


ADDITIONAL COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

¢ Coached the Baltimore Ravens secondary from 2011-13. During that span, the Ravens ranked first in the NFL in 
pass defenses with 298. In his three seasons in Baltimore, the Ravens defense ranked in the Top-10 in Red Zone 
defense, including a League-leading opponent touchdown percentage of 38.1 in 2011. 

¢ As defensive coordinator at the University of Florida in 2010, the Gators recorded 22 interceptions, the fourth-most 
in the nation that season. The Florida defensive backfield also returned four of those picks for touchdowns. 


e Mentored three Cardinals defensive backs to the Pro Bowl as Arizona’s defensive backs coach in 2009, including CB 
Dominique Rodgers-Cromartie, S Antrel Rolle and S Adrian Wilson. His Cardinals secondary also led the League in 
interception-touchdowns (six) in 2007. 

e Inhis first NFL coaching stint, Austin’s defensive backfield in Seattle ranked 10" in the NFL in interceptions with 67 
over his four seasons (2003-06). 

e Spent time as defensive backs coach at Michigan (1999-2002), Syracuse (1996-98) and Wake Forest (1993-95). He 
also served as a graduate assistant at Penn State from 1991-92. 


Austin joined the Baltimore Ravens staff in 2011and quickly developed the team’s secondary into an integral 
part of one of the NFL’s most consistent and feared defenses in recent years. In 2012, Austin helped guide the Ravens 
defense to six interceptions in the postseason en route to the team’s Super Bowl XLVII championship run. Over his 
three seasons in Baltimore (2011-13), the Ravens also ranked first in the NFL in pass defenses with 298. 

Austin’s history of progressing NFL talent both young and experienced is well-documented. In 2013, Austin’s 
starting CBs Lardarius Webb (second) and Jimmy Smith (14th) both finished in the Top-15 in the NFL in pass 
defenses with 22 and 16, respectively. The Ravens also saw progression from first-round draft pick S Matt Elam, who 
Austin also mentored during his time as defensive coordinator at the University of Florida. Under Austin’s tutelage, 
veteran S Ed Reed earned his ninth career Pro Bowl nod in 2012 after co-leading the team in interceptions with four 
that season. Reed also recorded his ninth career postseason interception in Super Bowl XLVII as the Ravens led all 
playoff teams with six interceptions. 

In 2011, the Ravens led the NFL in passing touchdowns allowed with a League-low 11 and surrendered the 
third-fewest points (16.6 avg/game), tying an NFL record by ranking in the Top-3 in points allowed for the fourth 
consecutive season. 

Prior to joining the Ravens, Austin earned his first stint as a defensive coordinator with Florida in 2010. His 
Gators defense tallied 22 interceptions that season, ranking fourth in the NCAA and returning four of those picks for 
touchdowns. In SEC games, Florida led the conference in total defense by allowing only 310.8 yards per game. 

Austin’s college coaching career dates back to his days as a graduate assistant at Penn State from 1991-92. He 
has held positions as defensive backs coach at three prestigious universities, including Michigan (1999-2002), 
Syracuse (1996-98) and Wake Forest (1993-95) where he worked under Lions Head Coach Jim Caldwell for three 
seasons. Among the college players Austin helped prepare for NFL careers include CB Will Allen (Syracuse), LB Keith 
Bulluck (Syracuse) and CB Marlin Jackson (Michigan). 

A three-year starter and four-year letterman at Pittsburgh, Austin played safety for the Panthers from 1984-87. 
He earned his bachelor’s degree in communications from the University of Pittsburgh in 1988 and went on to play for 
the Montreal Machine of the World League of American Football in 1991 after attending training camps with the 
Washington Redskins and Hamilton Tiger-Cats (CFL). He attended Sharon (Pa.) High School. 

Austin and his wife, April, have five children, including sons Tyler, Trey and Torin, and daughters Alexa and 
Alivia.

Offensive Coordinator

Jim Bob Cooter joined the Lions offensive coaching staff as the team’s quarterbacks coach in 2014 before being 
promoted to offensive coordinator in Week 8 of the 2015 season. Entering his eighth season as an NFL coach, Cooter 
came to Detroit after serving as an offensive assistant in Denver, helping guide the Broncos offense to a berth in 
Super Bowl XLVIII in 2013. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

2015: After taking over as the team’s offensive coordinator in Week 8, Cooter propelled the Lions offense to 
new heights and helped lead Detroit to a 6-2 record over the final eight games of the season. In the final eight games 
of the 2015 season, QB Matthew Stafford accumulated the highest passer rating (110.1) over eight games by a Lions 
quarterback as he surpassed the 106.7 rating registered by QB Greg Landry over an eight-game span in 1976. He also 
set the franchise’s eight-game record for completion percentage (70.0 pct) by surpassing the 68.9 completion 
percentage tallied by QB Jon Kitna over eight games in 2006-07. 
e Under Cooter’s guidance Stafford maintained his place among the League’s passing leaders as he finished the 2015 
season ranked in the Top-10 in multiple league categories, including passer rating (9th, 97.0), passing yards (8th, 
4,262), pass completions (5th, 398), completion percentage (5th, 67.2) and passing touchdowns (T-7th, 32). 
e Ona five-yard completion to RB Theo Riddick in the third quarter (8:17) at St. Louis (12/13), Stafford surpassed 
25,000 career passing yards and reached that mark in the fewest games by any player in NFL history. By reaching 
25,000 yards in 90 career games Stafford eclipsed the previous record of 92 games set by Hall of Fame QB Dan 
Marino (Courtesy Elias Sports Bureau). 
e With WR Golden Tate (90), WR Calvin Johnson (88) and RB Theo Riddick (80) each reaching the 80+ catch mark in 
2015, this marked the first time in team history that three teammates each finished with at least 80 catches, 
respectively. The Lions accomplished this feat for only the fifth time in NFL history, joining the 2000 St. Louis Rams, 
2002 Oakland Raiders, 2011 New Orleans Saints and 2014 Chicago Bears. 
e With the Lions netting 282 passing yards at Chicago in the season finale, the team finished with 4,212 passing 
yards on the season and reached 4,000+ for the fifth-consecutive year. Detroit is the sixth team in NFL history with 
five-straight 4,000-yard net passing seasons, the Lions’ 2015 total of 4,212 net passing yards ranks as the fifth-best 
in franchise history. 
e The Lions also led the NFL in 2015 in red zone efficiency with a touchdown-percentage of 69.4. On 49 red zone 
possessions, the Lions scored 44 times (34 TD, 10 FG). 

2014: In Cooter’s first season in Detroit, he helped Stafford become the first Lions quarterback to play in the 
Pro Bowl since QB Greg Landry in 1972. After replacing Manning in the 2015 Pro Bowl, Stafford threw for 316 yards 
and two touchdowns and was named the game’s Most Valuable Player. 
e With two touchdown passes in the Lions’ Week 8 comeback win over Atlanta in London (10/26), Stafford reached 
120 touchdown passes for his career and became the Lions all-time leader in that category, breaking Hall of Fame QB 
Bobby Layne’s previous record of 118. His current total stands at 163. 
¢ Thus far, Stafford has led the Lions to 19 victories when trailing or tied in the fourth quarter or overtime, five of 
which came in 2014. He has six career game-winning touchdown passes with less than one minute to play in fourth 
quarter (franchise record) and six after the two-minute warning. 
e Stafford also displayed a knack for leading the offense on third down as he tied for fifth in the NFL in third-down 
completions with 100. He also threw 10 touchdown passes on third down last season. 
¢ Stafford’s start at New England in Week 12 (11/27) was his 60th-consecutive start as he became the first 
quarterback in franchise history to start 60-straight games. 


With Cooter as a member of the coaching staff in 2013, the Broncos offense ranked first in the NFL in multiple 
categories, including total yards per game (465.3), total touchdowns (76), points per game (37.9), and set an NFL 
single-season record with 606 points scored. Broncos QB Peyton Manning set NFL records in passing yards (5,477) 
and passing touchdowns (55), and led the NFL in completions (450) as the team earned their third-straight AFC West 
division title. 

Cooter’s previous NFL coaching experience includes stops with the Kansas City Chiefs (2012) and Indianapolis 
Colts (2009-2011). While with the Chiefs, the team ranked first in the AFC (fifth in the NFL) with 149.7 rushing yards 
per game as RB Jamaal Charles was named to his second Pro Bowl after racking up 1,509 yards and five rushing 
touchdowns. 


During his three seasons in Indianapolis, he served three years on the offensive staff under Colts Offensive 
Coordinators Clyde Christensen and Tom Moore. The Colts won back-to-back AFC South division titles in 2009 and 
2010, including a 14-game winning streak in 2009 to propel the team to an appearance in Super Bowl XLIV against 
New Orleans. 

A former quarterback at the University of Tennessee, Cooter got his coaching start at his alma mater as a 
graduate assistant from 2007-08. As a player, he appeared in six games for the Volunteers and earned four Academic 
All-Southeastern Conference honors. He earned a bachelor’s degree in sports management from Tennessee in 2006 
and went on to receive a master’s degree in sports psychology in 2008. 

Cooter is a native of Fayetteville, Tenn.

With 30 years of experience coaching special teams in the NFL, Joe Marciano joined the Lions last season after 
spending the 2014 season as a special teams consultant for the Minnesota Vikings, a role he filled following 12 
seasons as the Houston Texans’ special teams coordinator from 2002-13. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

e P Sam Martin posted his best career single-season net punting average (42.0), which ranked fourth in the NFL in 
2015. Martin now ranks fourth in NFL history in yards per punt (46.44) over a player’s first three seasons (Minimum of 
150 punts). 

e K Matt Prater converted 22 of his 24 field goal attempts in 2015, including 17 in a row to start the season. His 17 
consecutive field goals to start the season marked the longest streak to start a season in Lions history. 

e Prater’s highlight came in Week 17, where he buried a franchise record 59-yarder in the swirling wind at Soldier 
Field against Chicago as time expired in the first half. 

¢ S Don Carey finished tied for fourth in the NFL in special teams tackles in 2015 (16), and finished first in solo 
special teams tackles (14). 





ADDITIONAL COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

e Spent 12 seasons as the Houston Texans special teams coordinator (2002-13). Up until his departure from Houston 
in 2013, Marciano and running backs coach Chick Harris were the only coaches to have been with the Texans since the 
team’s inception in 2002. 

¢ Began his NFL coaching career in New Orleans as the Saints’ special teams/tight ends coach from 1986-1994 
before switching primarily to special teams in 1995. Also coached the Tampa Bay Buccaneers’ special teams units 
from 1996-2001 where he crossed paths with Lions Head Coach Jim Caldwell in 2001, who was the team’s 
quarterbacks coach that season. 

¢ During his tenure in Houston, the Texans ranked among the Top-10 in the NFL in multiple special teams categories, 
including punt return yards (8th; 4,232), kickoff return yards (5th; 17,687), total kick return yards (2nd; 21,919), 
opponent punt return average (7th; 8.5) and opponent punt return yards (9th; 3,537). 

e Mentored multiple players to the Pro Bowl, including KR Jerome Mathis, K Martin Gramatica, K Morten Andersen 
and DB Tyrone Hughes. 


Marciano helped the Houston special teams units set multiple records in his 12 seasons with the team. In 2012, 
rookie WR Keshawn Martin ranked fifth in the NFL with a franchise-record 12.14 yards average on punt returns, while 
P Donnie Jones set a team single-season high with a 47.2 yards punting average and a 40.5 yards net punting 
average. In 2011, former wide receiver Jacoby Jones recorded a career-high 518 yards on punt returns and set a 
franchise record with the third punt return touchdown of his career, while K Neil Rackers set new club marks with 135 
points and 32 field goals made. 

The Texans tied three NFL special teams records in 2007 under Marciano, as Houston became the fourth team in 
NFL history to record four kickoff return touchdowns in a single season. WR Andre Davis tied another League record 
when he returned two kickoffs for touchdowns in one game, becoming only the seventh player in NFL history to do so. 
Against Miami, K Kris Brown became just the third player ever to make three field goals of 50 yards or longer in one 
game. 

Marciano came to Houston after spending the previous six seasons (1996-2001) with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
where he served in the same capacity under former head coach Tony Dungy. In six seasons with Tampa, 10 players 
received NFC Special Teams Player of the Week honors under Marciano’s tutelage. 

Before coming to Tampa Bay, Marciano coached the New Orleans Saints special teams units for 10 seasons 
(1986-1995), as well as the team’s tight ends for nine seasons (1986-1994). 

Marciano’s coaching roots date back to Wyoming Area (Pa.) High School in 1976 before he moved on to various 
assistant coach positions in the college ranks, including East Stroudsburg State (1977), Rhode Island (1978-79), 
Villanova (1980), Penn State (1981) and Temple (1982). He also coached special teams for the former USFL’s 
Philadelphia/Baltimore Stars from 1983-1985. 

A native of Dunmore, Pa., Marciano played collegiately at Temple, where he earned a bachelor’s degree in health 
and physical education. Prior to being hired by the Lions, Marciano resided in Missouri City, Texas with his son, 
Joseph. 


MARCIANO’S COACHING BACKGROUND 
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RON PRINCE 
Assistant Head Coach/Offensive Line

Ron Prince joined the Lions in 2014 as assistant head coach/tight ends and helped lead Detroit to a berth in the 
NFC Wild Card game 2014, and took over the team’s offensive line unit midway through the season in 2015. Prince 
came to Detroit from Rutgers, where he served as the offensive coordinator in 2013. Finishing his second season with 
Detroit, Prince possesses 24 years of coaching experience, including six in the NFL. He has previously held assistant 
offensive line positions with the Jacksonville Jaguars (2012) and Indianapolis Colts (2010-11), and has been a head 
coach (Kansas State) and offensive coordinator (Virginia, Rutgers) during his 19 years at the collegiate level. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

Prince took over the Lions’ offensive line unit midway through the season after beginning the 2015 slate as the 
team’s tight ends coach, helping Detroit’s offensive front protect QB Matthew Stafford as the Lions’ offense soared 
to new heights in the final eight games of the season. 
¢ The Lions’ offense flourished in the final eight weeks of the season, ranking seventh in points per game (26.1) and 
tied for fifth in total touchdowns (24) during that span. QB Matthew Stafford also accumulated the highest passer 
rating (110.1) over eight games by a Lions quarterback as he surpassed the 106.7 rating registered by QB Greg Landry 
over an eight-game span in 1976. He also set the franchise’s eight-game record for completion percentage (70.0 pct) 
by surpassing the 68.9 completion percentage tallied by QB Jon Kitna over eight games in 2006-07. 
¢ Detroit’s offensive line paved the way for five straight games with 100+ yards rushing in the second half of the 
2015 season under Prince (Weeks 11-15). 
¢ Before taking over as offensive line coach, Prince helped develop TE Eric Ebron into a true threat on offense, as 
Ebron totaled 20 receptions for 268 yards and three touchdowns in the first seven games of the 2015 season. Ebron 
finished the year with career highs in receptions (47), receiving yards (537) and touchdowns (five). 


In 2013, Prince led Rutgers to the Pinstripe Bowl and saw two of his players, TE Tyler Kroft and RB Paul James, 
earn All-American Athletic Conference honors in 2013. 

Prince worked as an assistant offensive line coach in the NFL from 2010-12 with the Jaguars and Colts. In 2010, 
he helped Indianapolis’ offensive line pave the way for more than 5,000 yards of total offense for the 13th- 
consecutive season en route to the team’s second-straight AFC South division championship. His unit also finished 
tied atop the NFL in sacks allowed with 16 on 695 pass attempts as the Colts’ offense ranked fourth in total offense 
and first in passing offense. Prince also guided C Jeff Saturday to a fifth Pro Bowl selection that season, and the 
offensive line unit protected QB Peyton Manning as he set an NFL single-season record with 450 pass completions. 

Before jumping to the NFL ranks, Prince served various positions at Kansas State (2006-08) and Virginia 
(2001-05, 2009), respectively. Before returning to Virginia in 2009 to coach special teams, Prince was the head coach 
at Kansas State where he led the Wildcats to 17 wins, the most by any head coach in his first three seasons in school 
history. In 2003, he was promoted from offensive line coach to offensive coordinator at Virginia as he commandeered 
the Cavaliers’ offense to four consecutive bowl games from 2002-05. During Prince’s time at Virginia, 11 players 
earned All-ACC honors, including the conference’s 2002 Player of the Year, QB Matt Schaub. Among the NFL talent 
Prince helped develop at both programs include T D’Brickashaw Ferguson, QB Josh Freeman, TE Heath Miller, WR 
Jordy Nelson, T Eugene Monroe, T Brandon Albert and G Elton Brown. 

A native of Junction City, Kan., and former offensive lineman at Dodge City Community College (1988-89), Prince 
began his coaching career at the school as a volunteer in 1992 before earning his first coaching job at Alabama AQM 
as offensive line coach in 1993. His previous collegiate coaching stops include offensive line positions at South 
Carolina State (1994), James Madison (1995-97) and Cornell (1998-2000). He also served minority coaching 
internships with the Jaguars (1996), Washington Redskins (1997), Atlanta Falcons (1998) and New York Giants 
(2000). 

Prince played collegiately for two seasons at Appalachian State from 1990-91, where he also earned a 
bachelor’s degree in history in 1992, after beginning his playing career at Dodge City. He has four children, Deuce, 
James, Grace and John.

Brian Callahan comes to Detroit as the team’s quarterbacks coach in 2016 following a six-year stint with the 
Denver Broncos, where he most recently served as offensive assistant/quarterbacks coach during the 2015 season en 
route to the team’s Super Bowl 50 win over Carolina. Callahan joined the Broncos staff in 2010 and worked in a 
variety of roles on the offensive side of the ball, including offensive quality control coach (2011-12) and offensive 
assistant (2013-14). 

During his time in Denver, Callahan helped mold one of the NFL’s most consistent offenses and was a part of 
five consecutive AFC West titles. In 2014, the Broncos ranked fourth in total offense (402.9 ypg) and second in scoring 
offense (30.1 ppg) as six offensive starters were named to the Pro Bowl. The previous season, QB Peyton Manning 
earned his fifth Most Valuable Player Award as the Denver offense set NFL single-season records for points scored 
(606) and touchdown passes (55) on the way to the team’s third consecutive AFC West title and a berth in Super 
Bowl XLVIII. 

Prior to entering the NFL ranks, Callahan coached two years (2008-09) at Junipero Serra High School in San 
Mateo, Calif., where he worked with the school’s quarterbacks. His coaching career began in 2006 as a graduate 
assistant at UCLA, working in the Bruins’ football operations department. His role expanded in 2007 as he worked 
with the team’s wide receivers, while also breaking down UCLA opponent game video, aiding coaches with game 
preparation, directing the defensive scout team and breaking down opponents’ special teams units. 

A former walk-on quarterback at UCLA who earned a scholarship, Callahan appeared in all 13 games as a holder 
on the field goal and extra point units as a senior. He received a bachelor’s degree in sociology from UCLA in 2006 
before earning a master’s in education from the school in 2008. 

A native of Champaign, Ill., Callahan is married to his wife, Allyson, and together they have a daughter, Norah. 
His father, Bill, is currently the offensive line coach for the Washington Redskins.

Gunther Cunningham is a 47-year coaching veteran on the college and professional levels, including the past 34 
seasons in the NFL. He rejoined the Lions coaching staff in 2014 as senior coaching advisor after serving as the 
team’s assistant head coach/defensive coordinator from 2009-13. Known for his intense and straightforward coaching 
approach, Cunningham had been a defensive coordinator in the League for 15 seasons and a head coach (Kansas City, 
1999-2000) for two. 

Cunningham’s defenses in Detroit were guided by the ability to attack the quarterback and generate disruptive 
plays. In 2013, Cunningham was instrumental in the development of rookie DEs Ezekiel Ansah and Devin Taylor, who 
each recorded 8.0 and 2.5 sacks, respectively, while DT Ndamukong Suh was selected to his third Pro Bowl in four 
years. Ansah’s eight sacks also led all NFL rookies in 2013. 

The 2012 edition of the Detroit Lions defense ranked 13th overall in the NFL in total defense and seventh in the 
NFC, the highest Lions ranking since 1995, despite starting 16 different lineup configurations and 14 different lineups 
in the secondary. Cunningham’s dedication to a consistent pass rush proved evident once again in 2012 as the Lions’ 
defensive line applied heavy pressure to opponent offenses week in and week out, accounting for 31 of the team’s 34 
sacks. Since 2010, the Lions rank sixth in the NFL in combined sacks and tackles for loss on rushing plays with 338 
under Cunningham. 

From, 2004-08, Cunningham served as the Kansas City Chiefs defensive coordinator during his second stint with 
the organization. In 2008, he also coached the team’s linebackers as the Chiefs defense began a transition with six 
new starters and endured numerous injuries throughout the season. From 2004-07, his imprint on the defense was 
prevalent in several areas as Kansas City’s pass defense ranked fifth in the NFL in 2007, allowing only 188.9 yards 
per game. 

Under former head coach Jeff Fisher, Cunningham served as the Tennessee Titans assistant head 
coach/linebackers coach from 2001-03. In those three seasons, the Titans defense helped the franchise earn two 
playoff berths. In 2003, Tennessee’s defense led the NFL in both rushing defense (80.9 yards per game) and 
opponents’ third-down percentage (27.7). That year, LB Keith Bullock earned a spot in the Pro Bowl under 
Cunningham’s tutelage as his position coach. 

As head coach for the Chiefs from 1999-00, Cunningham compiled a 16-16 (.500) record. In 1999, the Chiefs were 
9-7 as he became the first coach in Chiefs history to claim nine wins in his first season as head coach. 

Cunningham not only has compiled great defensive units, but he has coached and mentored several Pro Bowl 
and All-Pro players, including Suh (2011, 2012, 2014) and DT Nick Fairley (2014 alternate). He has shared a special 
bond as a mentor to the late, great nine-time Pro Bowl LB Derrick Thomas, who concluded his illustrious career as 
the all-time leading sack artist in Chiefs history with 126.5 QB takedowns. Cunningham served as Thomas’ position 
coach in 1997, helping him earn his final Pro Bowl invitation. He also coached DE Neil Smith (second in Chiefs history 
with 86.5 sacks) and DE Jared Allen, who earned his first spot in the Pro Bowl after the 2007 season when he led the 
League in sacks with 15.5. 

Prior to his arrival in Kansas City, Cunningham spent four seasons (1991-94) with the Los Angeles Raiders, as 
linebackers coach (1991), defensive coordinator (1992-93) and defensive line coach (1994). He was also the San Diego 
Chargers defensive line coach for six seasons (1985-90) after originally being hired by the team’s player personnel 
department. 

In 1982, Cunningham entered the NFL coaching ranks when he joined the Baltimore Colts coaching staff as the 
team’s defensive line/linebackers coach from 1982-84, learning from the late Bud Carson. Before entering the NFL 
ranks, his previous pro coaching experience was as the defensive line/linebackers coach for the CFL’s Hamilton Tiger- 
Cats in 1981 with head coach Frank Kush, who also hired Cunningham in Baltimore. 

As a college coach, Cunningham’s last stop was at California, where he coached the Bears defensive line from 
1979-80, the linebackers in 1978 and secondary in 1977. Prior his stop in Berkeley, Cunningham coached at Stanford 
from 1973-76. He was hired by head coach Jack Christensen, a Hall of Fame defensive back for the Detroit Lions in 
the 1950s and a member of the Lions 75th Season All-time Team. While at Stanford, he coached the defensive line 
from 1974-76 and was the assistant offensive line and freshmen coach during his first year in 1973. 

Cunningham worked at the University of Arkansas in 1972 on a staff headed by Frank Broyles that included Joe 
Gibbs and Raymond Berry. Prior to that, Cunningham began his coaching career at the University of Oregon, his alma 
mater, in 1969. He was with the Ducks program for three years from 1969-71 where he began his longtime 
relationship with another noted defensive coach, George Seifert. Cunningham was a graduate of Oregon and was a 
linebacker and kicker for the Ducks from 1966-68. 

After playing his prep football at Lompoc High School in Lompoc, Calif., he was then recruited to play at Allan 


Hancock College by Hall of Fame coach John Madden. Madden left the school prior to Cunningham’s freshman year 
and was replaced as head coach by Ernie Zampese. 

Cunningham, who became a naturalized U.S. citizen on April 6, 2010, is just one of four foreign-born individuals 
in League history to ever serve as an NFL head coach, joining Hugo Bezdek (Cleveland Rams, 1937-38), Jock 
Sutherland (Pittsburgh, 1946-47) and Al Saunders (San Diego, 1986-88). Born in Munich, Germany, he moved to 
Greenfield, Mass., at the age of 10 in 1956 with his mother, Katharina, and his adoptive father, Air Force Sergeant 
Garner Cunningham. 

Cunningham and his wife, René, have two children, Natalie and Adam.

Randy Edsall brings 36 years of experience to the Lions on both the college and pro levels as a head coach, 
coordinator, defensive position coach and offensive position coach. 

For the past 17 seasons, Edsall served as the head coach at the University of Maryland (2011-15) and University 
of Connecticut (1999-2010). At Maryland, Edsall led the Terrapins program to back-to-back bowl appearances in 
2013-14. In those two seasons, Maryland recorded the school's first back-to-back winning seasons since 2002-03. 

Edsall oversaw the transition of the UConn Huskies football program from a FCS program (formerly Division I- 

AA) to the FBS level (formerly Division I-A). He left the program as the school’s all-time leader in career wins (74) and 
most games coached (144). He was a two-time recipient of the prestigious Bowl Championship Division Head Coach of 
the Year in New England by the Gridiron Club of Greater Boston (2007, 2010). 

At UConn, his teams earned five bowl appearances, including a BCS berth. The 2010 Big East Coach of the Year 
led the Huskies to a 33-19 record over his last four seasons there, including two bowl victories, with his leadership 
resulting in UConn being the first program ever to go from FBS newcomer to BCS bowl participant in just seven 
seasons. 


In his season immediately preceding his hiring at UConn, Edsall was the defensive coordinator at Georgia Tech, 
where the Yellow Jackets were co-ACC Champions and ranked No. 12 in the country at the end of the season with a 
win over Notre Dame in the Gator Bowl. 

Edsall previously coached in the NFL from 1994-97 as the Jacksonville Jaguars defensive backs coach under 
Tom Coughlin. He was part of the Jaguars coaching staff that led the team to the 1996 AFC Championship game in 
just the second year of the team's existence. He entered the pro coaching ranks after 14 seasons as a college 
assistant coach at Syracuse (1980-90) and Boston College (1991-93). 

Edsall started as a graduate assistant at Syracuse from 1980-82, and then was promoted to running backs 
coach from 1983-84, 1986. He coached the Syracuse tight ends in 1985 and made the jump to defense as the 
defensive backs coach from 1987-90. His last two seasons at Syracuse, he was also the program's recruiting 
coordinator. 

From 1991-93, Edsall coached defensive backs at Boston College under Tom Coughlin. While at During his three 
seasons as Boston College, the Eagles earned two bowl appearances. 

A native of Glen Rock, Pa., Edsall played quarterback at the University of Syracuse as a collegian. At Syracuse, 
he earned a bachelor’s degree in physical education in 1980 and a master’s degree in health and physical education in 
1982. 

Edsall was an all-state selection in football, basketball and baseball at Susquehannock High School (Pa.) as a 
senior, and was inducted into the York Area Sports Hall of Fame. 

He and his wife, Eileen, met at Syracuse University where she was a basketball and volleyball standout who 
was later inducted into the Syracuse University Hall of Fame. They have a daughter, Alexi and a son, Corey.

After serving as special teams coordinator/tight ends coach at the University of Delaware in 2013, Devin 
Fitzsimmons re-joined the NFL coaching realm in 2014 as the Lions’ assistant special teams coach and returns for his 
third year with the team in 2016. After coaching staff changes in Week 8 last season, Fitzsimmons was promoted to 
the Lions’ tight ends coach for the remainder of the season. He earned his NFL start in 2011 while with the 
Indianapolis Colts as the team’s offensive quality control coach. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

2015: After taking over the tight end room, Fitzsimmons saw TEs Eric Ebron, Brandon Pettigrew and Tim Wright 
combine for 32 catches, 316 yards and four touchdowns in the final nine games of the 2015 season. 

« The Lions were one of only 10 teams in the NFL to have three tight ends with at least one touchdown reception. 
e In his second NFL season, Ebron nearly doubled his production from 2014 in both receptions (47) and receiving 
yards (537) and finished with five touchdowns. 





« P Sam Martin posted his best career single-season net punting average (42.0), which ranked fourth in the NFL in 
2015. Martin now ranks fourth in NFL history in yards per punt (46.44) over a player’s first three seasons (Minimum of 
150 punts). 

e K Matt Prater converted 22 of his 24 field goal attempts in 2015, including 17 in a row to start the season. His 17 
consecutive field goals to start the season marked the longest streak to start a season in Lions history. 

¢ Prater’s highlight came in Week 17, where he buried a franchise record 59-yarder in the swirling wind at Soldier 
Field against Chicago as time expired in the first half. 

¢ S Don Carey finished tied for fourth in the NFL in special teams tackles in 2015 (16), and finished first in solo 
special teams tackles (14). 

2014: P Sam Martin finished the 2014 season ranking in the Top-10 for net punting average for the second- 
consecutive season under Fitzsimmons and special teams coordinator Joe Marciano, ranking ninth (40.1). Martin now 
holds the Lions’ Top-3 single-season records for net punting average with a 40.4 in 2013, 40.1 in 2014 and 41.1 in 
2015. 

¢ On kickoffs, Martin was among the NFL’s best in preventing opponent returns with touchbacks as he finished the 
2014 season tied for fifth in percentage of touchbacks on kickoffs (71.6-percent). 

¢ Fitzsimmons and the Lions special teams unit displayed their knack for play-calling in Week 10 of 2014 vs. Miami 
(11/9) as Martin completed two passes out of punt formation in the game, one of which went for 24 yards to FB Jed 
Collins for a first down. 

e K Matt Prater made two game-winning field goals in his 11 games with the Lions in 2014, including a 33-yard field 
goal with 3:38 left to play vs. Minnesota (12/14), but none more impactful than his 48-yard field goal as time expired 
against Atlanta in London (10/26). His 48-yarder against the Falcons was his third-career game-winning kick that 
occurred as time expired in regulation. 


Delaware thrived on special teams under Fitzsimmons. As a unit, the Blue Hens ranked second in the nation in 
net punting average (41.47) and ninth in blocked kicks (six). Doubling as the team’s tight ends coach, two players 
received All-CAA honors under Fitzsimmons’ guidance in PR/WR Rob Jones (First Team) and TE Nick Boyle (Second 
Team). P Eric Enderson was also named a Freshman All-American by The Sporting News under Fitzsimmons. 

Prior to his time at Delaware, Fitzsimmons was an offensive assistant at Rutgers in 2012 and got his first taste 
of the NFL as an offensive quality control coach with the Indianapolis Colts in 2011. His previous coaching stops 
include assistant positions at Richmond (2010), Virginia (2009), Kansas State (2007-08), Bucknell (2006) and Shaw 
University (2005). 

A native of Folsom, La., Fitzsimmons played quarterback and wide receiver at Bucknell and earned a bachelor’s 
degree in history from the school in 2005. Fitzsimmons is married to his wife, Katie.

Al Golden joins the Lions after 23 years as a college coach, including the last 10 seasons as the head coach at 
the University of Miami (2011-15) and Temple University (2006-10). Golden brings two Coach of the Year honors over 
the last six years, including 2009 MAC Coach of the Year (Temple) and the 2013 Lombardi Award for Excellence in 
Coaching (Miami). In addition to his experience as a 10-year head coach at both Temple and Miami, Golden has 
previously worked as defensive coordinator, special teams coordinator and has coached five different positions; 
corners, safeties, inside linebackers, outside linebackers and tight ends in the college ranks. 

While guiding the Miami football program, Golden led his teams to bowl eligibility in his first four seasons, and 
the 2015 Hurricanes squad would also qualify for a bowl game following the regular season. In 2012, despite NCAA 
allegations following a program investigation that occurred prior to his hiring, Golden led the Hurricanes to their first 
Coastal Division Championship in just his second season. Prior to Miami’s bowl game in 2013, Golden received the 
2013 Lombardi Award for Excellence in Coaching at the 44th Rotary Lombardi Award Ceremony. 

From 2006-10, Golden served as head coach at Temple, where he sparked one of the greatest turnarounds in 
college football history. Under Golden’s guidance, the Owls compiled winning records during his last two seasons 
after the school achieved just two winning seasons over its previous 26 years. His Temple squad finished 9-4 in 2009 
and tied for the MAC East Division title (7-1 record), earning them a spot in the EagleBank Bowl, which was Temple’s 
first bowl game since 1979 and only the third in the program’s 112 years of existence. The team’s nine wins in 2009 
were also the second most in school history (program started in 1894). 

In 2001, University of Virginia Head Coach Al Groh hired Golden as the youngest defensive coordinator at the 
time in FBS (formerly Division I-A). He would direct the Cavaliers defense for five seasons (2001-05). He also worked 
closely with the inside linebackers from 2001-04 and the secondary in 2005. 

Prior to his tenure at Virginia, Golden was the linebackers coach and recruiting coordinator at Penn State, his 
alma mater, in 2000. Golden spent three seasons as the linebackers coach at Boston College from 1997-99. He 
started his college coaching career as a graduate assistant at Virginia from 1994-96. 

Golden launched his coaching career in 1993 as offensive coordinator at Red Bank (N.J.) Catholic High School. 

The Colts Neck, N.J., native was a was a three-year (1989-91) letterwinner and two-year starter at tight end for 
Penn State, where he received the 1991 Ridge Riley Award, given annually to a player who displays excellence in 
scholarship, sportsmanship, friendship and leadership. He also served as captain of former head coach Joe Paterno’s 
Nittany Lions in 1992 en route to the team’s Fiesta Bowl Championship. 

Golden earned his undergraduate degree in pre-law from Penn State in 1991 before receiving his master’s in sports 
psychology from Virginia in December, 1996. After his tenure as a college player in State College, Golden spent one 
season in the NFL with the New England Patriots. 

Golden was inducted in the Jersey Shore Sports Hall of Fame in 2004. 

He is married to his wife, Kelly, and has three children--son A.J., and daughters Addison and Grace.

Kris Kocurek enters his eighth season as defensive line coach after joining the Lions as Detroit’s assistant 
defensive line coach in 2009. He had spent the previous season coaching defensive line at Stephen F. Austin State. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

Kocurek further established himself as a molder of young talent along the defensive line as nine different defensive 
linemen recorded at least 0.5 sacks in 2014 en route to the Lions berth in the NFC Wild Card. As a unit, the defensive 
line accounted for 34 of the team’s 42 sacks in 2014. That trend continued into 2015, as defensive ends Ezekiel Ansah 
(14.5) and Devin Taylor (7) combined for 21.5 sacks, the most for Lions teammates since 1999. They became the first 
pair of Lions teammates to combine for 20+ sacks since DE Robert Porcher (15.0) and DE Tracy Scroggins (8.5) 
together recorded 23.5 in 1999. 

e Under Kocurek’s tutelage since 2010, the Lions rank in the top two in the NFL in multiple defensive line statistical 
categories, including sacks (2nd; 199.0), sack yards (1,387.5), tackles for loss (303), quarterback hits (485) and forced 
fumbles (49). 

2015: Ansah developed into one of the most feared pass rushers in the NFL in 2015 under Kocurek’s guidance, 
finishing third in the league in sacks with 14.5, trailing only Houston’s J.J. Watt (17.5) and Oakland’s Khalil Mack 
(15.0). Ansah's +7 sack improvement from 2014 (7.5) is tied with Houston's Whitney Mercilus for the fifth-best sack 
increase from 2014 to 2015. Taylor’s +6 sack improvement (1.0) tied for 10th-best during that span. 

e Kocurek propelled Ansah to his first-career Pro Bowl nod as well as an Associated Press Second Team All-Pro 
selection following his career year. Ansah’s 30 sacks in his first three NFL seasons are the most by any Lions player, 
surpassing DT Ndamukong Suh’s 22.0 from 2010-12. 

e The Lions defense finished in the Top 10 in the NFL in sacks for the second-consecutive year, ranking tied for 
seventh in 2015 with 43.0. The team's 43.0 sacks in 2015 also tied for fifth all-time in Lions single-season history. 

¢ In 2015, the Lions defensive line generated 82.0 total tackles for loss or no gain (3rd in NFL), which includes 34.5 
sacks (2nd in NFL), 44.0 tackles for loss or no gain against the rush (8th in NFL) and eight forced fumbles (tied for 2nd 
in NFL). 

2014: The 2014 Lions defensive line was among the best in the league in forcing opponents into negative plays (sacks 
and tackles for loss on rushing plays). Detroit ranked fifth in sacks by defensive line (34.0), tied for third in TFL on 
rushing plays by defensive line (26) and second in total negative plays by defensive line with 60. 

¢ The 2014 Lions tied an NFL record for the most games (14) holding opponents to less than 100 rushing yards in a 
season. The 14 games limiting opponents to less than 100 rushing yards is also a franchise record. 

e Under Kocurek’s tutelage, DT Ndamukong Suh, during his five seasons in Detroit (2010-14), set the official team 
career sacks record (since 1992) for defensive tackles with 36.0, earned four Pro Bowl nods (2011, 2013-15), named 
AP first-team All Pro twice (2010, 2013) and was the 2010 NFL AP Defensive Rookie of the Year. 

e Kocurek was also instrumental in the development of third-year DE George Johnson in 2014. After joining the team 
as a free agent following brief stints with Tampa Bay and Minnesota, Johnson finished third on the team in sacks with 
6.0 and emerged as a force in the defensive end rotation, particularly in third-down situations. 

e Inhis first season with the Lions after being drafted fifth overall, Ansah led the team in sacks in 2013 with eight, 
the second most sacks by a Lions rookie since DT Ndamukong Suh had 10 in 2010. Ansah recorded three multi-sack 
games, posting two sacks at Washington (9/22), vs. Tampa Bay (11/24) and vs. Green Bay (11/24). His eight sacks 
also led all NFL rookie players. 

¢ The Lions defensive line had their best outing of the 2013 season on Thanksgiving Day (11/28) vs. Green Bay, 
sacking Packers QB Matt Flynn seven times, forcing a fumble and recording a safety. 

e In 2010, Kocurek’s first season as the Lions’ defensive line coach, Detroit had the most-improved pass rush in the 
NFL. Even though teams threw the ball nine times less against the Lions in 2010 season than they did in 2009, the 
Lions picked up 18 more sacks, which accounted for an increase of 3.28 sacks per pass play. 


In 2009, Kocurek helped rookie DT Sammie Hill, who was drafted out of Stillman College in the fourth round 
(115th overall) of the 2009 NFL Draft, emerge as an opening day starter. He finished the season with 26 tackles (14 
solo) and two fumble recoveries in 13 games while making the transition from a small college prospect to NFL starter 
(12 starts). 

In 2007, Kocurek served as the assistant head coach and defensive line coach at West Texas AQM where he 
helped coach the Buffaloes to the 2007 Lone Star Conference title as well as the second round of the NCAA Division II 


playoffs. The Buffaloes became one of the top defensive units in the LSC and led the conference in scoring defense. 

Under Kocurek’s guidance, Brandon Swain became one of the top defensive players at the Division II level and 
was a 2007 First-Team Daktronics, AFCA and AP Little All-American and conference defensive lineman of the year 
after recording 24.5 tackles for losses and 14 sacks. 

Kocurek served as the defensive line coach at Texas AQM-Commerce in 2006 and helped guide the Lions’ top- 
ranked defensive unit, which finished No. 1 in total and scoring defense. 

For two seasons (2004-05) Kocurek served as a graduate assistant at Texas AQM-Kingsville and coached the 
Javelinas’ defensive line where he was active in the development of Wilbert Martin, who was twice selected as First 
Team All-LSC and was a free agent signee of the Baltimore Ravens.

A 13-year coaching veteran when it comes to tutoring NFL defensive backs, Tony Oden joined the Lions 
coaching staff in 2014 as the team’s defensive backs/cornerbacks coach. Prior to coming to Detroit, Oden was the 
secondary coach for the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, where he specialized in the development of the team’s cornerbacks. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

2015: Oden developed the Lions’ cornerbacks into one of the most versatile units in the NFL in 2015, combining 
veteran experience with up-and-coming talent on the Lions roster. 

¢ Oden displayed strong in-game coaching in Green Bay in Week 10 (11/15). Second-year CB Nevin Lawson, in just 
his second start, went down with an injury in the fourth quarter, forcing newly-signed CB Crezdon Butler into the 
game against Packers QB Aaron Rodgers. Butler deflected away a potential game-winning touchdown pass in the 
fourth quarter in his first play of the game, which proved to be pivotal in the Lions’ 18-16 victory. 

¢ Lions CB Darius Slay (13) and Lawson (7) combined for 20 pass defenses in 2015, while Slay added two 
interceptions (second on the team). 

e Rookie CB Quandre Diggs emerged as the Lions’ go-to option at the nickel, as he finished his first NFL season with 
35 total tackles (28 solo), six pass defenses, one forced fumble and one fumble recovery. He recorded a pass defense 
in three of the final five games of the season. 

2014: In Oden’s first season as Detroit’s cornerbacks coach, Slay finished tied for ninth in the NFL in 2014 with a 
team-high 17 pass defenses, which also ranked second among all rookie and second-year players. He also recorded 
the first two interceptions of his career with picks in Week 4 at New York Jets (9/28) and Week 15 vs. Minnesota 
(12/14). 

¢ Mathis concluded his 12th NFL season with 51 total tackles (42 solo), one interception, nine pass defenses and one 
forced fumble. He returned his lone interception 41 yards for a touchdown in Week 5 vs. Buffalo (10/5), the fourth 
pick-six of his career. 


e Rookie CB Mohammed Seisay was one of only four undrafted rookie free agents to make the team’s Week 1 53- 
man roster, as he finished the season with three solo tackles and two special teams tackles, contributing primarily in 
special teams packages. 


Under Oden’s guidance in 2013, the Buccaneers defense finished tied for third in the NFL in interceptions with 
21, fourth in interception return yards with 338 and tied for seventh in interception return touchdowns with three. 
Twelve of the team’s 21 picks that season came from the Tampa Bay secondary, including a team-leading three from 
rookie CB Johnthan Banks. CB Darrelle Revis was also named to his fifth Pro Bowl as the leader of Oden’s position 
group after missing most of the 2012 season with an ACL injury. 

Prior to his time in Tampa, Oden was the Jacksonville Jaguars defensive backs coach in 2012 after spending six 
seasons (2006-2011) with the New Orleans Saints. While with the Saints, he was a member of a coaching staff that 
won three NFC South division titles (2006, 2009, 2011) and helped guide the team to a victory over the Indianapolis 
Colts in Super Bowl XLIV. In 2009, S Darren Sharper set an NFL record with 376 interception return yards on nine 
picks, while in 2011, S Roman Harper recorded the second-most sacks by an NFL defensive back in a single season 
with 7.5. Oden’s Saints teams twice finished in the Top-5 in passing yards allowed during his six seasons, ranking 
third in 2006 (178.4 yards/g) and fourth in 2010 (193.9 yards/g). 

Oden’s NFL coaching roots began in 2004 when he worked with the Houston Texans as a defensive 
assistant/assistant defensive backs coach. In his two years with Houston, the Texans set franchise records in 
interceptions (22) and interception return yards (393). 

From 1996-2003, Oden held various defensive assistant coaching positions at Eastern Michigan (2003), East 
Carolina (2000-02), Army (1998-99), Boston College (1997) and Millersville (Pa.) University (1996). He is a native of 
Cleveland Heights, Ohio where he was a two-time all-conference selection at linebacker for Baldwin-Wallace College. 
As a junior, he earned All-America recognition and was named captain as a senior. 

Oden and his wife, Amanda, have a son, Jaylen, and a daughter, Ryan. 
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ROBERT PRINCE 
Wide Receivers

A seasoned veteran when it comes to working with receivers, Robert Prince joined the Lions in 2014 as the 
team’s wide receivers coach after coaching at the college level for the previous four seasons. He served as the 
offensive coordinator (2012-13) and wide receivers coach at Boise State (2011) from 2011-13 after spending six years 
developing offensive talent in the NFL. His previous stops in professional football include assistant positions with the 
Seattle Seahawks (2009), Jacksonville Jaguars (2007-08) and Atlanta Falcons (2004-06) as he brings a cumulative 27 
years of coaching experience to Detroit. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

2015: Prince’s second year leading Detroit’s receivers combined continued production from WR Calvin Johnson and 
WR Golden Tate, as well as growth from second-year WR TJ Jones. 

¢ Tate’s 90 receptions, Johnson’s 88 and RB Theo Riddick’s 80 marked the first time in Lions history and just the 
fifth time in NFL history that a team had three receivers with 80+ catches in the same season. 

¢ Onhis second reception against Kansas City in London (11/1), a 17-yard catch, Johnson surpassed 11,000 career 
receiving yards and reached this mark in his 127th career game. Johnson set a new NFL record for the fewest number 
of games (127) to reach 11,000 career receiving yards. He is the fourth receiver in NFL history to register 11,000+ 
receiving yards in his first nine seasons. 

¢ With 19 yards at New Orleans (12/23) in Week 15, Johnson reached 1,000 yards for the sixth-straight season and 
the seventh time in his career. He finished the 2015 season with 1,214 yards. With six-straight 1,000-yard seasons, 
Johnson holds the team record for most consecutive 1,000-yard seasons. 

e With 90 receptions in 2015, Tate became the fourth Lions player to record 90+ receptions in consecutive seasons 
(99, 2014). Tate (189) also joined WR Herman Moore (1994-95, 1995-96, 1996-97, 1997-98), WR Brett Perriman 
(1995-96) and WR Calvin Johnson (2011-12, 2012-13) as the only players to record 180+ receptions over two 
seasons. 

e Jones emerged in the second half of the 2015 season under Prince’s guidance, tallying nine catches for 121 yards 
and his first career touchdown, a 29-yard reception against the 49ers (12/27). 

2014: With Johnson reaching 1,077 yards in 2014, he joined Tate (1,331) in the surpassing of 1,000 yards as they 
became the first pair of Lions receivers to both reach 1,000 in the same season since 2006 (WR Roy Williams, 1,310; 
WR Mike Furrey, 1,086). This marks only the sixth time in Lions history that two Lions receivers have each reached 
1,000 receiving yards in the same season. 

e Johnson earned a spot in his fifth-consecutive Pro Bowl, despite missing three games due to injury, after finishing 
the 2014 season with 71 receptions for 1,077 yards. Johnson completed his sixth season with 70+ receptions, which 
set a franchise record for the most seasons with 70+ receptions in team history. 

e With 103 yards against the Chicago Bears in Week 16 (12/21), Johnson recorded his 44th career 100-yard game, 
which now ranks as the second-most by a player in his first eight seasons in NFL history. He finished just one 100- 
yard game behind WR Randy Moss (45, 1998-2006) for the most by a player in his first eight seasons. 

« Tate was one of the Lions’ top targets in free agency last offseason, and his impact on Detroit’s offense was 
evident in his ability to create in open space and move the chains. He finished seventh in the NFL in receiving yards 
with 1,331 and sixth in receptions with 99 in 2014. It marked the first time in his career he eclipsed 1,000 receiving 
yards. 

¢ Tate was also among the League’s best receivers in third-down situations as he finished second in third-down 
receiving yards (536) and second in third-down receptions (34). His 720 yards after the catch also led all receivers and 
ranked third among all NFL players. 

e After spending the 2013 season on the Lions practice squad, WR Corey Fuller caught his first-career NFL 
touchdown in dramatic fashion in 2014. With 1:48 left to play in Week 7 vs. New Orleans (10/19), Fuller grabbed the 
game-winning pass on a five-yard bullet from QB Matthew Stafford to seal the Lions’ win, 24-23. 


Prince was a key cog in crafting one of college football’s most potent offensive attacks in recent years while 
guiding the Boise State receiving corps. In his first year as offensive coordinator in 2012, Prince led the offense to an 
11-2 record despite losing seven starters, as five players were named All-Mountain West for the first time in their 
careers. In 2011, after returning to the university from spending the previous six seasons coaching in the NFL, the 
Broncos’ offense ranked in the Top-10 in multiple national categories, including pass efficiency (4th, 171.57), scoring 


(Sth, 44.23) and total offense (9th, 481.31). 

Prince’s most recent NFL coaching opportunity came in 2009 when he coached the Seattle Seahawks wide 
receivers after working as the assistant wide receivers coach with the Jacksonville Jaguars from 2007-08. During the 
2007 season, Prince guided Jaguars WR Reggie Williams to a single-season franchise record 10 touchdowns. Prior to 
Jacksonville, Prince got his NFL start as an offensive assistant with the Atlanta Falcons, where he served under 
running backs coach Ollie Wilson. Working exclusively with running backs and tight ends his first two seasons, Prince 
helped Atlanta to lead the League in rushing in both of those years. 

Before beginning his first run with Boise State in 2001, Prince was the wide receivers coach at Portland State in 
1998 and was later promoted to offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach in 1999 and 2000. His previous coaching 
stints include the Japanese X-League (1996-97), Fort Lewis (Colo.) College (1994-95) and Sacramento State 
(1992-93). He began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at both Montana State in 1991 and Humboldt State 
(Calif.), his alma mater, in 1989 and 1990. 

Prince’s NFL roots trace back to his time serving in three different minority training camp internships with the 
San Francisco 49ers (2000, 2002) and the San Diego Chargers (2001). 

A graduate of Humboldt State in 1990, Prince went on to earn his master’s degree from the university in 1992. 

He is married to his wife, Susan, and they are the parents of three children - daughters Hayden and Jasmin and son 
Tyson. Prince was born May 8, 1965.

Matt Raich returns for his third season with the Lions in 2016 as the team’s assistant defensive line coach. 
Raich has coached 14 years in the NFL, including stints with the Pittsburgh Steelers (2002-06) and Arizona Cardinals 
(2007-2012), where he served various assistant positions. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

2015: Raich worked alongside defensive line coach Kris Kocurek to develop young ends Ezekiel Ansah and Devin 
Taylor into one of the leading sack tandems in the NFL. Ansah (14.5) and Taylor (7) combined for 21.5 sacks in 2015, 
the most for Lions teammates since 1999. 

e Ansah molded into one of the most feared pass rushers in the NFL in 2015, finishing third in the league in sacks 
with 14.5, trailing only Houston’s J.J. Watt (17.5) and Oakland’s Khalil Mack (15.0). 

e Ansah's +7 sack improvement from 2014 (7.5) is tied with Houston's Whitney Mercilus for the fifth-best sack 
increase from 2014 to 2015. Taylor’s +6 sack improvement (1.0) tied for 10th-best during that span. 

e As aunit, eight different Lions defensive linemen recorded a sack in 2015, including six with 2.0 or more (DE Darryl 
Tapp 2.0, DT Caraun Reid 2.0, DT Haloti Ngata 2.5, DE Jason Jones 4.5, DE Devin Taylor 7.0, DE Ezekiel Ansah 14.5). 
2014: Raich worked primarily with Lions Linebackers Coach Bill Sheridan during the 2014 season as LB DeAndre 
Levy continued his success by being named Associated Press Second Team All-Pro after finishing with a team- 
leading 151 total tackles (117 solo), a career-high 2.5 sacks and one interception. 

e With 10 tackles (eight solo) at Green Bay (12/28) in the season finale, Levy recorded 10+ tackles in his 11th game 
of 2014. Levy and LB Chris Spielman (13, 1994) are the only linebackers for the Lions since 1994 to register 10+ 
tackles in at least 10 games during a season (according to Stats, LLC). Levy registered 10+ tackles in 11 of the Lions’ 
16 games last season, which was also the most in the NFL this season. 

e After not recording a single tackle outside of special teams in his first two seasons, LB Tahir Whitehead thrived at 
the middle linebacker position for injured LB Stephen Tulloch and emerged onto the scene in 2014 to finish the 
season second on the team in tackles with 77 (55 solo). Also recorded his first-two-career interceptions and had five 
pass defenses. 

e Raich also assisted in the implementation of the Lions new defensive scheme under Defensive Coordinator Teryl 
Austin in 2014. The Lions finished the season ranked No. 2 in overall defense, allowing only 300.9 yards per game, and 
No. 1 in rushing defense, allowing only 69.3 yards per game. 





From 2007-2012 Raich coached the Arizona Cardinals linebacker corps after beginning his tenure with the team 
as a defensive assistant, where he worked with some of Arizona’s all-time greats that included DE Bertrand Berry, 
LB Karlos Dansby, LB Chike Okeafor, LB Joey Porter and LB Daryl Washington. Berry, Dansby, Okeafor and 
Washington all rank in the Top-15 for career sacks in Cardinals history, while Porter, who finished his NFL career in 
Arizona (2010-11), ranks 32nd in NFL history with 98 sacks. In 2012, Washington was named to the Pro Bowl under 
Raich’s guidance as he recorded the most sacks/tackles in the NFL by an inside linebacker (9 sacks/134 tackles) since 
the record began in 1994. In his six seasons in Arizona, Raich helped a Cardinals linebacker reach 100-plus tackles in a 
single season five times (Dansby, 2009; Washington, 2010 and 2012; LB Paris Lenin, 2010 and 2012), and he was a 
member of the franchise’s only Super Bowl appearance in Super Bowl XLIII. 

After working as a player personnel intern with the Steelers for two seasons (2002-03), Raich earned his first 
NFL coaching gig as an offensive assistant with the team in 2004, where he worked under former offensive 
coordinator and current Tennessee Titans Head Coach Ken Whisenhunt for three seasons. He was a member of the 
Steelers’ Super Bowl Championship in Super Bowl XL when Pittsburgh defeated Seattle, 21-10. 

Raich’s previous coaching stops include assistant coach positions at Robert Morris (2000-02; 1996-98), Glenville 
State (1999) and Westminster (Pa.) College (1993-94). He was also the defensive coordinator for the Hildesheim 
Invaders of the former German Federal League in 1999. 

Raich was born August 16, 1970. A Monaca, Pa. native, he is married to his wife, Amanda. Together they have a 
daughter, Seraphina.

During his time at Nebraska (1997-2000), he was named a consensus All-Big 12 First Team 
selection as a junior (1999) and First Team All-American as a senior (2000).

Bill Sheridan took over the Lions linebacker corps in 2014 after serving as the Tampa Bay Buccaneers defensive 
coordinator for two seasons (2012-13), and returns for his third season in Detroit in 2016. A Detroit native and former 
assistant coach at Royal Oak’s Shrine High School (1981-84), Sheridan’s scope of defensive coaching history extends 
deep into the NFL and college ranks. He has held positions as a linebackers coach with the New York Giants 
(2005-08) and Miami Dolphins (2010-11) and was also the Giants defensive coordinator in 2009. He was a member of 
the Giants’ championship run in Super Bowl XLII when they defeated New England, 17-14. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

2015: With the Lions losing LB DeAndre Levy to injury for the 2015 season, Sheridan developed LB Josh Bynes into 
a consistent starter alongside veterans Stephen Tulloch and Tahir Whitehead. Bynes finished second on the team in 
total tackles last season with 80. 

¢ Bynes’ 80 total tackles in 2015 marked a career high for the fourth-year linebacker, as he also recorded a career 
high in pass defenses (five) and the first sack statistic of his career (0.5). 

e Whitehead recorded an INT (Week 17 at Chicago) for the second consecutive season after picking off two passes in 
2014. 

2014: In his first season leading the position group in 2014, Sheridan guided Levy to his first Associated Press All- 
Pro nomination (Second Team) and also developed Whitehead into a force at the middle linebacker position. Levy was 
also named an alternate for the 2015 Pro Bowl. 

e Levy had one of the most successful seasons for a linebacker in Lions history as he finished the season with 151 
total tackles (117 solo), a career-high 2.5 sacks and one interception. He earned Player of the Month honors for the 
month of September, only the third Lions player to ever receive the honor. 

e With 10 tackles (eight solo) at Green Bay (12/28) in the season finale, Levy recorded 10+ tackles in his 11th game 
of 2014. Levy and LB Chris Spielman (13, 1994) are the only linebackers for the Lions since 1994 to register 10+ 
tackles in at least 10 games during a season (according to Stats, LLC). 

e Levy’s 117 solo tackles led the entire NFL, and his 151 total tackles were a close second behind only Panthers LB 
Luke Kuechly’s 153. 

e After not recording a single tackle outside of special teams in his first two NFL seasons, Whitehead thrived at the 
middle linebacker position under Sheridan for injured LB Stephen Tulloch and emerged onto the scene in 2014 to 
finish the season second on the team in tackles with 77 (55 solo). Also recorded his first-two-career interceptions 
(both vs. Minnesota) and had five pass defenses. 


Sheridan’s presence in Tampa Bay was felt immediately as he helped the Buccaneers’ run defense go from last 
to first in the NFL as the defense went from holding opponents to 156.1 yards per game to 82.5 per game. The Bucs 
also led the League in opponent negative plays and tackles for loss in 2012. In 2013, Sheridan’s defense finished tied 
for third in total takeaways with 31 (10 FF, 21 INT). 

With a knack for developing young defensive talent, Sheridan was instrumental in the rise of Buccaneers LB 
Lavonte David and DT Gerald McCoy over his two seasons. David finished the 2013 season tied for fifth in the NFL 
with a career-high five interceptions and was one of only two linebackers in the NFL to record at least five picks, 
while McCoy ranked fourth in sacks among defensive tackles with 9.5. McCoy was named to his second-consecutive 
Pro Bowl and both players were named AP First Team All-Pro in 2013. Sheridan also played a Key role in the revival 
of veteran CB Darrelle Revis, who returned from injury to earn a fifth Pro Bowl nod in his first season with the 
Buccaneers. 

As the Dolphins linebackers coach from 2010-11, Sheridan led a fierce group in the likes of Cameron Wake, 

Jason Taylor, Karlos Dansby and Kevin Burnett. Wake’s 14 sacks in 2010 ranked third in the NFL and are the eighth- 
most in Dolphins history. 

Prior to his stint in Miami, Sheridan spent five seasons with the New York Giants as linebackers coach (2005-08) 
and defensive coordinator (2009). 

Sheridan’s coaching career began in 1981 at Shrine (Mich.) High School in Royal Oak where he worked for four 
seasons as an assistant coach. After completing a graduate assistant position at Michigan from 1985-86, he went on 
to hold assistant coaching positions at Maine (1987-88), Cincinnati (1989-91), Army (1992-97), Michigan State 
(1998-2000), Notre Dame (2001) and Michigan (2002-04). 

Sheridan is a native of Detroit, Mich. He attended De La Salle High School and later earned four letters as a 


linebacker at Grand Valley State. He and his wife, Jaycine, have four children: Joe, Nick, Mark and Natalie.

Running Backs

David Walker joins the Lions coaching staff in 2016 as the team’s running backs coach, bringing with him more 
than 20 years of expertise working with NFL and college backfields. Walker recently served as running backs coach 
for the Indianapolis Colts from 2011-14, including one season under Jim Caldwell in 2011, Caldwell's third season as 
the Colts Head Coach. 

In his last season with the Colts, Walker helped RB Donald Brown lead the team with 537 rushing yards, a 
career-high six touchdowns and a 5.3 rushing average, the highest average by a Colts player since 1961. In 2012, 
Walker’s group averaged 27.5 rushing attempts and 104.4 rushing yards per game that season, the most for the team 
since 2007. 

Prior to his time in Indianapolis, Walker spent six seasons at the University of Pittsburgh as the team’s running 
backs coach from 2005-10. During his time with the Panthers, Walker helped RB Dion Lewis and RB Ray Graham 
combine for more than 1,900 rushing yards in 2010. From 2007-08, he also worked with RB LeSean McCoy as he 
earned Big East Offensive Player of the Year in 2008. 

Walker’s coaching career began at Carol City High School in Miami, Fla., where he spent the 1994 season before 
moving on to Syracuse to become the school’s running backs coach, a post he held from 1995-2004. 

Walker was born in Rochester, N.Y. He and his wife, Marilin, have two sons, Jalen and Jordan.

With 16 years of defensive coaching experience, Alan Williams joined the Lions staff in 2014 as the team’s 
defensive backs/safeties coach after serving as the Minnesota Vikings defensive coordinator for two seasons 
(2012-13). He finished his 15th season coaching in the NFL in 2015, with previous stops with the Indianapolis Colts 
(2002-11) and Tampa Bay Buccaneers (2001). In 2006, he mentored the Colts’ defensive backs en route to the team’s 
29-17 win over the Chicago Bears in Super Bowl XLI. 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

2015: Williams’ impact on Detroit’s secondary was evident in his first season and his leadership of the position 
group carried over into the 2015 season. 

e With a start at Chicago in the 2015 season finale, S Glover Quin recorded his 100th consecutive career start, which 
is currently the longest active streak among safeties and second among all defensive backs. 

© Quin sealed the Lions’ 24-20 victory over Chicago in the fourth quarter when he picked off a Bears pass to stop a 
potential go-ahead drive with 2:00 left to play. With four interceptions in 2015, Quin became the first Lions defensive 
player to tally 4+ interceptions in back-to-back seasons since CB Dré Bly accomplished this three-straight years from 


2003-05 (6 in 2003, 4 in 2004, 6 in 2005). 

e Williams’ safeties led the team in tackles seven times in 2015, with defensive backs (including cornerbacks) leading 
the team in 10 games. 

¢ S Isaiah Johnson earned a roster spot after joining the Lions as an undrafted rookie free agent out of Georgia Tech 
in 2015. He finished the season playing in six games and made one special teams tackle. 

2014: Quin finished the 2014 season with the League lead in interceptions with seven under Williams’ guidance, 
becoming the first Lions player to lead the NFL in interceptions since Hall of Fame CB Lem Barney in 1967 when he 
registered 10 during his exceptional rookie campaign. He is also the first Lions player to grab seven picks in a season 
since S Kurt Schulz (7) in 2000. 

e Quin was named to his first-career Pro Bowl and also received Second Team Associated Press All-Pro honors for 
his efforts. He was named NFC Defensive Player of the Week for Week 15, the third Lions player to receive the honor 
in 2014 (LB DeAndre Levy, Week 1; DE Ezekiel Ansah, Week 6). 

e As aunit, the Lions safeties led the NFL in interceptions with 11 and ranked fourth in pass defenses with 20. 

e S James lhedigbo followed closely behind with four interceptions in 2014, as he was tied for fifth among all NFL 
safeties. In his first season in Detroit, he finished with 71 total tackles (59 solo), two sacks (10 yards), eight pass 
defenses, a career-high three forced fumbles and one fumble recovery after missing the first three games of the 
season due to injury. 

« Asecurity valve for both the Lions secondary and special teams units, S Don Carey recorded his first-career fumble 
return touchdown in Week 3 vs. Green Bay (9/21) on a 40-yard scoop and score in the first quarter. In his 13 games in 
2014 he registered seven tackles (six solo) and five special teams tackles (four solo). 


During Williams’ tenure as defensive coordinator in Minnesota (2012-13), the Vikings were tied for seventh in 
sacks with 85 and ninth in tackles for loss with 91. In 2013, the Vikings defense overcame a variety of injuries as three 
players in the defensive backfield, S Andrew Sendejo, CB Marcus Sherels and CB Shaun Prater, logged their first 
career interceptions under Williams’ watch. Veteran DE Jared Allen led the team in sacks with 11.5, his seventh 
straight season with 10+ sacks, as fellow DE Brian Robison recorded a career-best nine. 

Williams spent a decade coaching the Indianapolis Colts secondary where he worked with some of the League’s 
most elite defensive backfield talent, including S Antoine Bethea and S Bob Sanders. From 2002-11, the Colts ranked 
in the Top-6 in the NFL in passing defense five times and finished out of the Top-15 only once. Williams guided 
Bethea (2007, 2009) and Sanders (2005, 2007) to two Pro Bowl seasons each. Sanders was named AP Defensive 
Player of the Year in 2007, the first Colts player to ever receive the honor. 

From 2002-10, the Colts earned nine-consecutive playoff berths, during which the defense recorded 18 
interceptions in the playoffs, including seven during the team’s playoff-run to their Super Bowl XLI win over Chicago 
in 2006. Williams’ secondary also helped the Colts defense in 2008 set an NFL record for fewest passing touchdowns 
allowed with six, the lowest number ever surrendered in a 16-game season. 

Williams began his NFL coaching career with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in 2001 as a defensive assistant under 
former head coach Tony Dungy, where he worked with All-Pro players in the likes of John Lynch and Ronde Barber. 
That season, Williams coached alongside current Jaguars Defensive Assistant Monte Kiffin and Steelers Head Coach 
Mike Tomlin as the Bucs finished 9-7 and earned an NFC Wild Card berth. 

A former standout running back at William @ Mary from 1988-91, Williams later returned to his alma mater 
where he coached the running backs and defensive backs for five seasons (1996-2000). His first coaching stint was as 
an assistant head coach at Norview (Va.) High School where he kindled his craft for working with running backs and 
defensive backs from 1992-95. 

A native of Norfolk, Va. Williams and his wife, Lisa, have three children — Christian, Solomon and Nathan.

Kyle O’Brien enters his 15th season in the National Football League and his first in Detroit as the Lions Director 
of Player Personnel. Over the span of his NFL career, O’Brien has worked in player personnel for four different teams 
in capacities that covered both pro and college scouting. 

Most recently, O’Brien was with the Jacksonville Jaguars as director of college scouting for that past three 
seasons (2013-15). Under O’Brien’s guidance, the Jaguars acquired a nucleus of young talent that included QB Blake 
Bortles (third overall) and WR Allen Robinson (61* overall) as the team’s first- and second-round picks in the 2014 
NFL Draft. Robinson was named to the 2016 Pro Bowl, while WR Allen Hurns, an undrafted rookie free agent in 2014, 
set the NFL record for the most touchdown receptions by an undrafted player in a player’s first two seasons (16). 
Prior to his time in Jacksonville, O’Brien spent one season as a national scout with the Kansas City Chiefs in 2012.

Brian Xanders is in his fourth season with the Lions, following a five-year stint with the Denver Broncos. During 
his last four seasons with the Broncos he served as the team’s general manager. For the Lions, Xanders works with 
all areas of the club’s player personnel department, including college scouting, pro personnel, advance scouting, 
coaching research/analytics and football information systems development. Since 2013, he has assisted the Lions’ 
personnel department in acquiring 37 players currently on the Lions roster who have played for Detroit, including 24 
with starting experience. 

This season marks Xanders’ 23rd year in the NFL working in a variety of player personnel, scouting, football 
operations and coaching staff roles during his time at three different teams (Detroit, Denver and Atlanta). He has 
direct experience in player evaluations with the last 20 NFL Draft classes and 16 free agency periods. 

During his tenure as the Broncos’ general manager, he engineered the personnel transformation where 90- 
percent of the team’s roster (55 of 61 players) were acquired through the draft, free agency or re-signed by the club. 
Those players led the Broncos to AFC West division titles in 2011 and 2012. The Broncos executed high-producing 
NFL Draft classes from 2009-12, which finished first in the NFL in playtime and second in games started during the 
four-year period. Those four draft classes became the highest compensated draft classes in NFL history from 
2012-2016. There are 16 primary starters on NFL teams from those draft classes, including five Pro Bowl players: LB 
Von Miller, WR Demaryius Thomas, CB Chris Harris, TE Julius Thomas and OG Zane Beadles. There were also eight 
other Pro Bowl players who were acquired, signed or extended during his tenure: QB Peyton Manning (FA, 2012-15), 
SS Brian Dawkins (UFA, 2009-11), WR Brandon Lloyd (FA, 2009-11), RB Willis McGahee (FA, 2011), CB Champ Bailey 
(re-signed, 2011), DE Elvis Dumervil (re-signed, 2010), WR Brandon Marshall (re-signed, 2010), and OT Ryan Clady 
(1st round, 2008). 

During his tenure in Denver, he also supervised the day-to-day operations of the Broncos’ college scouting, pro 
scouting, labor operations/salary cap, equipment, medical, video, football systems and football operations 
departments. He served on the NFL College Advisory, NFL Combine Selection and the NFL Statistics Committees. He 
was originally hired by Denver as assistant general manager in 2008. 

Before joining the Broncos, he worked 14 seasons (1994-2008) with the Atlanta Falcons in various scouting, 
player personnel, football operations, coaching staff and technology/systems roles. Xanders was a member of the 
Falcons’ defensive coaching staff on their 1998 team that became the first in franchise history to earn a Super Bowl 
berth (XXxXIII).

A former linebacker who played for Bobby Bowden at Florida State University from 1989-92, Xanders was a 
member of four bowl-winning teams with the Seminoles that had a 42-7 combined record.

Stafford also finished 2015 with 
the best single-season completion percentage in Lions history, completing 398 of his 592 pass attempts (67.2 
percent), breaking his previous record of 63.5 percent set in 2011. 

e Stafford led the Lions offensive attack as Detroit won 45-14 on Thanksgiving over the Eagles (11/26). Stafford was 
27-of-33 (71.1 pct) and threw for 337 yards and tied a career high with five touchdown passes. It was the fourth time 
in his career (last time at GB 1/2/12) that he has thrown for five touchdown passes in a game. 

¢ Stafford set a team record with five touchdown passes on Thanksgiving. He surpassed the previous record of four 
touchdown passes by Scott Mitchell (vs. Min 11/23/95), Eric Hipple (vs. NYJ 11/29/85) and Bobby Layne (vs. Green 
Bay 11/22/51). Stafford led the offense on six straight scoring drives and was the first Lions quarterback in team 
history to post five touchdown passes with zero interceptions in a game. 

¢ Stafford led the Lions to an 18-16 win over the Green Bay Packers (11/15/15) at Lambeau Field in his 88th career 
start, including playoffs. By starting in his 88th career game, Stafford surpassed Hall of Fame QB Bobby Layne for the 
most overall starts (including playoffs) in team history. During his career, Layne started 87 career games (83 regular 
season and four postseason). 

¢ Stafford threw for 298 yards in the season finale at Chicago (1/3/16). In doing so, he finished with 4,262 yards and 
passed himself (4,257, 2014) for fifth place in Lions history for the most passing yards in a season. Among the top 
passers in team history, Stafford now holds five of the top six spots, including: 5,038 in 2011, 4,967 in 2012, 4,650 in 
2013, 4,257 in 2014 and 2,262 in 2015. 

2014: On Stafford’s 30-yard completion to WR Golden Tate in the second quarter at Arizona (11/16/14), he 
surpassed 20,000 career passing yards. By reaching 20,000 career passing yards in his 71st career game, he set a new 
NFL record reaching that mark in the fewest career games (Courtesy Elias Sports Bureau). He broke the previous 
record set by Hall of Fame QB Dan Marino who accomplished this feat in 74 career games. 

¢ On his 59-yard touchdown pass to WR Golden Tate in the Lions’ 22-21 win over Atlanta in London (10/26/14), 
Stafford set the franchise’s all-time career passing touchdowns record with his 119th career touchdown pass. He 
broke the 58-year old record held by Hall of Fame QB Bobby Layne (118, 1950-58).

e Stafford threw for 362 yards at Pittsburgh (11/17/13) and set the franchise record for career passing yards 
previously set by Hall of Fame QB Bobby Layne (15,710). With 362 yards against the Steelers, he had passed for 
16,005 yards in 55 career games and broke the record on his 79-yard touchdown pass to WR Calvin Johnson in the 
second quarter. 

e Stafford broke Layne’s record, which has stood for 55 seasons (1958), in only his 55th career game. Layne reached 
15,710 yards in 97 career games. 

e Stafford became the second player in Lions history to throw for 100 career touchdowns. He joined Layne (118) as 
the only players in team history to record 100 career touchdown passes. 

e Stafford reached 100 passing touchdowns in his 55th career game. Layne tossed his 100th touchdown with the 
Lions in his 69th game with the club. 

e With a start at Pittsburgh (11/17/13), Stafford set the franchise record for consecutive starts by a Lions 
quarterback with 42, dating back to September 11, 2011. He broke a tie with QB Greg Landry (41) for the most 
consecutive starts by a Lions QB in franchise history. 

¢ He also set that same mark for consecutive starts including playoffs (43) by surpassing Landry (42). 

e Stafford threw for 327 yards in the first half at Pittsburgh (11/17/13). His 327-yard first half set a franchise record 
for the most passing yards in the first half of a game by a Lions passer, breaking the previous best of 314 by QB Jon 
Kitna at Philadelphia (9/23/07). 

¢ With Stafford connecting to WR Calvin Johnson on two touchdown passes at Chicago (11/10/13), they combined for 
36 touchdown receptions, breaking the franchise record for the most QB-Receiver touchdown combinations in team 
history. They broke the previous record of 35 set by QB Scott Mitchell and WR Herman Moore (1994-98). 

¢ In the Lions’ 31-30 win over Dallas (10/27/13), Stafford passed for 488 yards. It was the second-highest single- 
game total in team history and the most in a Lions’ win. Stafford’s 488 passing yards vs. Dallas trails only his 520 
yards at Green Bay January 1, 2012. 

¢ Stafford’s 488 passing yards was his sixth 400-yard game and 21st 300-yard game of his career. Stafford holds six 
of the team’s nine 400+-yard games in franchise history. 

¢ His 488 passing yards are the most at home by a Lions quarterback in team history. 

¢ Stafford’s four touchdown passes at Cleveland (10/13/13) gave him his 13th career game with 3+ touchdown 
passes, which set a franchise record for the most career games with 3+ touchdown passes.

© With 435 completions in 2012, Stafford broke his own team single-season franchise record of 421 completions set 
in 2011. 

e Stafford reached 1,000 pass completions the fastest in Lions’ history by doing so in his 41st career game vs. 
Indianapolis in 2012 (12/2). Layne reached 1,000 completions in 86 games and Mitchell accomplished this in 55 
games. 

¢ Stafford set a new Lions record on Thanksgiving Day in 2012 vs. Houston (11/22) with 441 yards on 31-of-61 
passing. 

2009-11: The 24-point comeback at Dallas (10/2/11) was the third 20+-point comeback of his career, and second in 
consecutive weeks, making the Lions the only team to do so in NFL history. Stafford now joins Hall of Fame QB 
Bobby Layne as the only quarterbacks in team history to lead the Lions back to victories from 24-point deficits. 
Stafford led the team’s only 24-point comeback on the road. 

¢ With the 24-point comeback on the road, the Lions tied an NFL record for the largest comeback by a road team, 
accomplished three previous times. The last 24-point comeback occurred December 6, 1992 when the Los Angeles 
Rams won at Tampa Bay 31-27 after trailing by 24 points. 

¢ The 20-point comeback at Minnesota (9/25/11) was the second 20+-point comeback Stafford engineered during his 
career. In 2009, he helped bring the Lions back from 21 points down vs. Cleveland (11/22/09) at Ford Field. The 
comeback against the Vikings was also the Lions largest halftime deficit to overcome in team history (20 points). 

¢ He and Hall of Fame QB Bobby Layne are the only quarterbacks in team history to engineer 20+-point comebacks in 
team history (regular season). Layne engineered the largest comeback ever by bringing the Lions back from 24 points 


down vs. Baltimore (10/20/57). In the postseason, the Lions also came back from a 20-point deficit at San Francisco 
December 22, 1957, quarterbacked by Tobin Rote, to claim a 31-27 win after training 27-7 in the third quarter. The 
playoff game is known in Lions history as the “Comeback at Kezar.” 

NFL RECORDS AND NOTES 

2015: With a 67.2 completion percentage on the season, Stafford became the first quarterback in NFL history to 
complete at least 60.0 percent of his passes in all 16 games. His recorded a career high 88.0 completion percentage in 
Week 14 at New Orleans (12/21). 

¢ With 298 passing yards at Chicago in Week 17 (1/3), Stafford became the second quarterback in NFL history to 
record 4,000-yards five times in his first seven seasons. He finished with 4,262 yards on the season and became the 
fifth quarterback (six times) in NFL history to reach 4,000 yards in five consecutive seasons. His 4,262 yards in 2015 
rank fifth in team history. 

e In Week 14 at St. Louis (12/13), Stafford reached the 25,000 yard milestone when he connected with RB Theo 
Riddick on a five-yard pass deep in the red zone. With the 122 yards required to reach the milestone, Stafford 
surpassed Hall of Fame QB Dan Marino to become the fastest player in NFL history to reach 25,000 yards (90 games). 
Marino’s record was 92 games. 

e By throwing for 300+ yards vs. Chicago, Stafford recorded his 28th career 300-yard game and became the fifth 
player in NFL history with 28 300-yard games in a player’s first seven seasons. His 28 career 300-yard games are tied 
with QB Marc Bulger for the fifth-most 300-yard games by a quarterback in their first seven NFL seasons. 

2014: Stafford, with 4,257 yards in 2014, reached 4,000 yards on the season and recorded his fourth career 4,000- 
yard season, an accomplishment he reached for the fourth-straight year (5,038 in 2011; 4,967 in 2012; 4,650 in 2013; 
4,257 in 2014). With 4,000+ passing yards this year, Stafford joined QB Peyton Manning (5) and Hall of Fame QB Dan 
Marino (4) as the only passers in NFL history with four 4,000-yard seasons in a passer’s first six years in the League. 
e Stafford is the second passer, along with Manning, in history to record four-straight 4,000-yard seasons during the 
player’s first six NFL seasons. He is one of six quarterbacks overall in NFL history to throw for 4,000 yards in four- 
straight seasons. 

2013: Stafford’s 79-yard touchdown pass to WR Calvin Johnson at Pittsburgh (11/17/13) was the 100th career 
touchdown pass of his career. Accomplishing this feat in 55 games, he is the fourth fastest player to throw for 100 
touchdown passes. 

¢ He joins Hall of Fame QB Dan Marino (44), QB Kurt Warner (50) and Hall of Fame QB Johnny Unitas (53) as the only 
players in history to throw 100 touchdown passes in their first 55 games. 

e By throwing for 242 yards vs. Chicago (9/29/13), Stafford set a new NFL record for the most passing yards in a 
player’s first 50 games. Through 50 career games, Stafford completed 1,239 passes, the most by any quarterback in 
their first 50 games. 

¢ With 23 pass completions vs. Chicago (9/29/13), Stafford (1,214) became the first player in NFL history to record 
1,200 completions in a player’s first 50 games. 

2012: With 42 pass attempts vs. Chicago in 2012 (12/30), Stafford set the NFL record for single-season attempts by 
registering 727 pass attempts. He broke the record held by QB Drew Bledsoe (691) in 1994. Stafford is the first player 
in NFL history to attempt 700 passes in a season. 

© In 2012, Stafford became just the second quarterback in NFL history to register 420 completions in two different 
seasons (2011, 2012). He joins Brees (422 in 2012; 469 in 2011; 448 in 2010; 440 in 2007) as the only passers in 
history to accomplish this feat. 

PRO 

As the Lions’ starting signal caller, Stafford combines great arm strength and accuracy with exceptional ability to 
read opponents’ defenses to lead the team’s offense. He has led the Lions to 19 wins during his career when the 
team trailed or the game was tied in the fourth quarter or in overtime. 

e Replaced Broncos QB Peyton Manning in the 2015 Pro Bowl. 

¢ Team record 30 career 300+-yard games, breaking record held by Scott Mitchell (8, 1994-98). Of Stafford’s 30 
career 300-yard games, eight occurred in 2011. Franchise best seven career 400-yards games, including two in 2011. 
First player ever to throw for over 500 yards in a game in Lions history. 

¢ Rookie campaign was highlighted by his 13 touchdowns passes (Lions rookie passing record) and his gritty 
performance against Cleveland (11/22/09) when he threw for an NFL record 422 yards and tied a league single-game 
rookie record with five touchdown passes. 

e Selected by Lions with the first overall pick in the 2009 NFL Draft and was named the team’s starting quarterback 
to start the regular season. He was the youngest player to start the regular season at quarterback since Drew 
Bledsoe in 1993. 

2015: 

e Started in his fifth consecutive season opener in Week 1 at San Diego (9/13), finishing 19-of-30 for 246 yards with 
two touchdowns and two interceptions. In the first quarter, connected with TE Eric Ebron over the middle for an 18- 
yard touchdown. Late in the game, threw a bullet to RB Theo Riddick for a 21-yard touchdown. 


e In Week 2 at Minnesota (9/20), connected with WR Calvin Johnson for an 11-yard touchdown pass at the end of the 
second quarter. Stafford also hooked up with TE Eric Ebron for a 12-yard touchdown at the end of the fourth. Was 32- 
of-53 with 269 passing yards, notching two touchdowns and one interception on the day. 
¢ In Week 3 vs. Denver (9/27), was 31-of-45 for 282 yards with one touchdown and two interceptions. Spiraled the 
football through the middle and found rookie RB Ameer Abdullah for a 16-yard touchdown grab. 
¢ Was 24-for-35 with 203 yards and no interceptions in Week 4 at Seattle (10/5). 
e Recorded one touchdown pass when he found RB Theo Riddick on a six-yard connection early in the first quarter in 
Week 5 vs. Arizona (10/11). Finished 20-for-32 with 188 yards, one touchdown, three interceptions and a long of 48 
yards. 
e Had an outstanding performance in Week 6 vs. Chicago (10/18). Was 27-of- 42 with 405 passing yards, four 
touchdowns one interception and a passer rating of 117.7. Was able to connect with four (L. Moore, T. Wright, C. 
Johnson and G. Tate) Lions receivers for touchdown passes, three of which occurred in the first half. In overtime, 
Stafford composed a game-winning drive when he found WR Calvin Johnson on a 57-yard catch that landed the Lions 
at the 37-yard line and set up the game-winning field goal. Was fierce in the run game with six rushing attempts for 
37 yards. Stafford ranked second on the sqaud in rushing yards and tied a single-game best in rushing attempts (six) 
and notched a single-game best in rushing yards (37). 
e In Week 7 vs. Minnesota (10/25) was 18-of-26 with 256 yards, two touchdowns, a long of 55 yards and a 
quarterback rating of 126.4. On the game’s opening drive, Stafford tossed a one-yard touchdown to WR Calvin 
Johnson that gave the Lions a 7-0 lead. On the second Lions possession of the game Stafford led the offense down 
the field, which culminated in a seven-yard touchdown pass to TE Eric Ebron to put the Lions up 14-3. 
¢ In Week 8 at Kansas City in the International Series in London, was 22-of-36 for 217 yards, one touchdown, two 
interceptions and a long of 30 yards. Connected with WR Lance Moore on a 21-yard touchdown pass. 
e In Week 10 at Green Bay (11/15) was 28-of-38 with 242 yards, two touchdowns, one interception, a long of 43 and 
a passer rating of 87.8. In a key late fourth quarter drive that helped solidify the 18-16 win, threw a bullet to WR 
Lance Moore for a four-yard touchdown grab late in the fourth quarter that put the Lions up two scores. 
e In Week 10 vs. Oakland (11/22) was 22-of-35 for 282 yards with a long of 36 and a passer rating of 88.0. Also was 
second on the team with 31 rushing yards, and recorded his 12th career rushing touchdown. 
¢ In Week 12 vs. Philadelphia (11/26) was 28-of-38 for 337 yards with a season-high five touchdowns and tied his 
career high with five touchdown passes, marking the fourth time in his career he has thrown five touchdown passes. 
Stafford connected with WR Calvin Johnson for three touchdowns and found both WR Golden Tate and RB Theo 
Riddick for one touchdown apiece. He set a career single-game high by accumulating a passer rating of 137.8. His 
previous best was 137.6 vs. San Diego in Week 16 of the 2011 season. 
e In Week 13 vs. Green Bay (12/3) was 23-of-35 for 220 yards with two touchdowns passes. Led the offense to back- 
to-back scoring drives in the first quarter. For the first touchdown of the night, threw a bullet to TE Eric Ebron for a 
three-yard touchdown. Connected with WR Calvin Johnson for a 17-yard acrobatic touchdown grab after S Glover 
Quin’s interception of Packers QB Aaron Rodgers that placed the ball at the Packers 22-yard line. 
e In Week 14 at St. Louis (12/13), was 30-of-46 for 245 yards with two touchdowns and one interception. Connected 
with WR Golden Tate for both touchdowns. 
e In Week 15 at New Orleans (12/21), was 22-of-25 for 254 yards, three touchdowns and a career high passer rating 
of 148.6. For the second-straight week connected with WR Golden Tate for two touchdown grabs, both happening in 
the first half. Also found RB Michael Burton for his first career touchdown grab for four yards. With an 88-percent 
completion percentage, Stafford set a new single game best in the category. Combined with last week’s performance 
at New Orleans, Stafford completed 51-of-62 passes (82.3 pct) for 555 yards with five touchdowns and 0 
interceptions over the past two games. His two-game passer rating reached 130.9, which is the best passer rating 
over two games (min. 25 att/g) by a Lions quarterback since QB Dave Krieg tallied a rating of 131.4 over a two-game 
span in 1994. That season, Kreig completed 38 of 55 passes for 547 yards with five touchdowns against Buffalo 
(11/24/94) and Green Bay (12/4/94). 
e In Week 16 vs. San Francisco (12/27) was 29-of-37 with 301 yards and threw two touchdowns to WRs TJ Jones and 
Calvin Johnson. In the Lions’ 32-17 win over San Francisco, Stafford’s 301 yards marked his 30th career 300-yard 
game and he became the fifth quarterback in NFL history to register 30+ 300-yard games in a player’s first seven 
seasons. 
e In Week 17 at Chicago (1/3), finished out the season in impressive fashion, completing 28-of-39 passes, three 
touchdowns, 298 yards and a passer rating of 119.4. On the Lions’ opening drive, Stafford connected with TE Tim 
Wright on a nine-yard touchdown pass for his 30th of the season. Stafford became the first player in Lions history to 
reach 30+ touchdowns in two different seasons (41, 2011). 
e With three touchdowns against the Bears, he finished with 32 and tied QB Scott Mitchell (1995) for the second- 
most by a Lions quarterback in a single season. 

With a passer rating above 115.0 at Chicago, Stafford (119.4 at Chi 1/3/16) became only the second Lions 

quarterback since 1950 to register a passer rating of 115.0+ in three consecutive games. He is the first to accomplish 


this since QB Charlie Batch in 1998 (131.6 vs. Chi 11/15/98; 117.1 at TB 11/22/98; 117.3 vs. Pit 11/26/98). 

By throwing three touchdowns against the Bears, Stafford threw 3+ touchdowns in a game for the 23rd time in his 
career. Earlier this year, Stafford threw five touchdowns on Thanksgiving vs. Philadelphia (11/26), 4 touchdowns vs. 
Chicago (10/18) and 3 touchdowns at New Orleans (12/21). Against Chicago, he has now thrown for 3+ touchdowns 
in a game four times (3 vs. Chi 12/30/12; 3 at Chi 11/10/13; 4 vs. Chi 10/18/15; 3 at Chi 1/3/16).

Stafford closed out his three-year career at Georgia ranking third on the school's all-time record list for yards passing 
(7,731), pass attempts (987), completed passes (564), touchdown passes (51), touchdowns responsible for (57), and 
yards in total offense (7,944). In 34 starting assignments, he compiled a 27-7 record (.794). 

¢ Stafford enjoyed his most successful collegiate season in 2008 starting in all 13 games and completed 235-of-383 
passes (both fourth on the school season-record list) for 3,459 yards (second-best season total by a Bulldog passer), 
compiling a .6136 pass completion percentage. He also set the Bulldog season-record with 25 touchdown tosses and 
10 interceptions and averaged 9.03 yards per pass attempt, the third-best season total in Georgia history. His passing 
efficiency rating of 153.54 is the second-best annual mark in school annals. Also ran for 40 yards and a score on 55 
carries (0.7 avg). 

© On 423 plays, he amassed a school season-record 3,499 yards in total offense (269.15 yards per game), along with 
being responsible for 26 touchdowns (third on the Georgia season-record list). 

© Capital One Bowl MVP. Earned All-Southeastern Conference Second Team honors from the league's coaches and 
Associated Press. 

e Earned the team's Vince Dooley Most Valuable Player of the Year Award and received SEC Academic Honor Roll 
distinction for the fall semester. 

e Stafford started every game, in 2007 as a sophomore compiling an 11-2 record. Completed 194-of-348 passes 
(55.75%) for 2,523 yards, 19 touchdowns and 10 interceptions. Carried 39 times for losses totaling 18 yards, but also 
scored twice on the ground. Averaged 192.69 yards per game on 387 total plays for 2,505 yards. 

e The recipient of the Dr. and Mrs. Howard Williams, Il, Football Scholarship. 

¢ The team ranked 74th in the nation with an average of 375.62 yards per game, but Stafford proved to be an 
opportunist, as the Bulldogs placed 34th in scoring (32.62 points per game). 

© In 2006, became the first quarterback to start for Georgia right out of high school (graduated from high school early 
and enrolled at UGA in January) since Eriz Zeier in 1991. Completed 135-of-256 passes (52.73%) for 1,749 yards, as 
he had seven touchdowns and 13 interceptions. Scored three times and gained 191 yards on 47 carries (4.1 avg). 
Participated in 303 plays, compiling 1,940 yards in total offense (149.23 yards per game). 

e Appeared in 13 games, compiling a 6-2 record after taking over as the team's starter in the final eight contests. 

e Selected to the Freshman All-SEC team by the league's coaches, twice earning SEC Freshman of the Week honors.

hanksgiving OT contest, since 

1980, and also was highlighted 
by a gutsy performance by 
Pittsburgh native, Charlie Batch, 
who completed 16-of-23 passes 
for 236 yards and a TD despite 
leaving the game for a time with 
a strained neck.

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE LIONS 


Detroit welcomed the Lions in 1934, but it was 
not the area’s first look at professional football. In 
1920, the Detroit Heralds were a charter member 
of the American Professional Football Association, 
which was the original name of the present NFL, 
but the club folded after two years. The Detroit 
Panthers appeared in 1925, but also folded after 
two seasons. In 1928, the Detroit Wolverines were 
formed, but tia failed after just one year. 

In 1930, the then- 10-year-old National Football 
League added a franchise from Portsmouth, Ohio, 
called the Spartans. After four seasons, the team 
was purchased for $7,952.08 by a group headed 
by Detroit radio executive George A. Richards and 
moved to the Motor City. 

Playing in the University of Detroit Stadium 
before crowds that averaged 16,000, the new 
Detroit Lions won the NFL Championship in only 
their second year (1935). Under the leadership of 
Coach “Potsy” Clark and stars like Hall of Famer 
“Dutch” Clark, Ernie Caddel, George Christensen, 
“Ace” Gutowsky, Glenn Presnell and “Ox” Emerson, 
the early Lions established pro football in Detroit. 

In 1940, Chicagoan Fred Mandel bought the club. 
Lions’ stars of that era included Hall of Famers 
Bill Dudley and Alex Wojciechowicz, John Green, 
Byron “Whizzer” White, Frank Sinkwich and “Camp” 

ilson. The team was sold eight years later to a 
aoe of local businessmen under the leadership of 

dwin J. Anderson. The Detroit syndicate controtled 
the club until 1964, when William Clay Ford became 
the sole owner for a price of $4.5 million. 

The Lions dominated the NFL in the 1950s with 
four division titles and three league championships. 
Under the direction of head coach Buddy Parker, 
the team won back-to-back world crowns in 1952- 
53, defeating Cleveland on both occasions. Stars 
of those powerful teams were Hall of Famers 
Bobby Layne, Jack Christiansen, Doak Walker 
and Lou Creekmur, as well as Les Bingaman, 
Cloyce Box, Leon Hart and Bob Hoernschemeyer. 
The Detroit-Cleveland battles of the era were 
classic confrontations between two giants of the 
blossoming NFL. 

Since their last title in 1957 under the coaching of 
George Wilson, the Lions have continued searching 
for the league's top spot. Such performers as Joe 
Schmidt, Yale Lary, Dick “Night Train” Lane, John 
Henry Johnson and Lem Barney have been elected 
to the Hall of Fame. Outstanding players such as 
Wayne Walker, Mike Lucci, Nick Pietrosante, Roger 
Brown, Terry Barr, Mel Farr, Charlie Sanders, Dexter 
Bussey, Billy Sims and Doug English have also 
taken their places in the annals of pro football 
in Detroit. 

In 1967, Schmidt began the first of six seasons 
as head coach of the Lions. His 1970 team made 
the playoffs, (first postseason trip since ’57) but 
lost in the first round to Dallas by the baseball- 
like score of 5-0. 

Prior to the 1975 season, the Lions moved into 
anew, domed stadium in Pontiac, Mich., a suburb 
located 30 miles north of Detroit. The Silverdome 
was, at one time, the world’s largest air-supported 
domed structure and seated over 80,000 spectators 
under a fiberglass roof. 


Monte Clark took control of all football 
operations as head coach in 1978. Under Clark’s 
direction, the Lions narrowly missed peyait 
berths in 1980-81, before qualifying in 1982 — the 
Lions’ first playoff appearance since 1970. Detroit 
captured the NFC Central Division crown in 1983, 
but stumbled in the first round of the playoffs with 
a 24-23 loss at San Francisco. 

Darryl Rogers took over for Clark in 1985 but 
was replaced on an interim basis by his defensive 
coordinator Wayne Fontes in November 1988 after 
Rogers’ teams had posted a combined 18-40 record. 
Fontes was officially named the franchise’s 18th 
head coach on December 22, 1988. 

The Lions “Restored the Roar” in 1991, winning a 
franchise-record 12 regular season games. Riding a 
tide of emotion after guard Mike Utley’s pratznd 
neck injury, Detroit defeated Dallas, 38-6, in the 
Lions’ first Silverdome playoff contest. The victory 
av the Lions a berth in the NFC Championship 

ame, where Detroit fell to the eventual Super 
Bowl Champion Washington Redskins. 

The Lions finished 10-6 in 1993 en route to 
capturing the NFC Central Division title, and earned 
a Wild Card playoff bid in 1994, The 1995 Lions 
featured the NFL's top-rated offense and won their 
final seven games to earn a third straight playoff 
berth. Herman Moore set an NFL record with 123 
catches, and he and Brett Perriman became the 
first teammates to each total over 100 catches in 
the same season. The receiver tandem also set the 
NFL record for most ceva yards in a season. 
Quarterback Scott Mitchell set team passin 
records for yards (4,338), completions (346) an 
touchdowns (32). 

In 1996, running back Barry Sanders captured 
his third NFL rushing title with a dramatic 175-yard 
outburst on the final Monday night of the season 
in San Francisco. The Lions, however, finished a 
disappointing 5-11 in 96 and following the season, 
Fontes was replaced as head coach by former San 
Diego Chargers’ head coach, Bobby Ross. Fontes, 
who was the head coach for more than eight full 
seasons, finished his career as the team’s all-time 
leader among head coaches in both wins (67) and 
games coached (138). 

Ross was named the 19th head coach in team 
history January 13, 1997, and led the club back 
to the plavats in his inaugural year at the helm 
with a 9-7 record. That season, Sanders, who was 
inducted into the Hall of Fame in August 2004, 
continued his storybook career by becoming onl 
the third Bae in league history to record 2,00 
yards rus ingia a single-season (2,053) and he 
reeled off an NFL record 14 consecutive 100-yard 
outings to finish the season. 

The Lions closed out the 1990s reaching the 
playoffs for the sixth time in the 10-year span, 
which is a franchise record for playoff appearances 
during a decade. Detroit’s playoff berth in 1999 
marked the second time in Ross’ first three 
years as head coach that he led the Lions into 
the postseason. The last Lions’ head coach to 
accomplish that feat was Buddy Parker in 1952-53 
during his second and third seasons at the helm. 


After playing nine games into the 2000 season 
and compiling a 5-4 record, Ross abruptly resigned 
as head coach November 6 and was immediately 
replaced by Gary Moeller. Moeller guided the 
team to a 4-3 record over the last seven games, 
but narrowly missed the playoffs with a loss to 
the Chicago Bears in the season finale. Following 
the season, William Clay Ford named Matt Millen 
president and CEO, and he assumed control 
over team operations. On January 25, 2001 Gary 
Moeller was replaced as head coach by former 
San Francisco 49ers offensive coordinator Marty 
Mornhinweg. 

On April 1, 2002, Detroit relocated the team’s 
day-to-day operations into the new $36 million 
Headquarters and Training Facility in Allen Park. 
The new complex features outdoor and indoor 
practice fields, spacious training and meeting rooms 
and even the team’s own broadcast studio. 

Anew erain Lions’ history dawned as Ford Field, 
the team’s $500 million downtown Detroit stadium, 
opened its doors in August 2002. The 65,000-seat 
stadium sparkled as its retro and innovative 
features glistened in the national spotlight as the 
pene sports and entertainment complex. The 

ions played the first game at Ford Field August 
24, 2002 in a preseason tilt suainet the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. The inaugural regular season game was 
played between the Lions and the Green Bay 
Packers September 22, 2002. 

In January 2003, Mornhinweg was fired after 
two seasons and former San Francisco 49ers Head 
Coach Steve Mariucci was tabbed the new Lions’ 
head coach February 4. 

For the first time since the Lions placed the 
Leaping Lion logo on the players’ helmets in 
1961, Detroit announced a major addition to the 
team’s uniform on April 23, 2003. The Lions’ classic 
uniform was enhanced with black trim on the logo, 
jerseys and pants, along with black shoes and black 
facemasks. In April 2005, the team introduced an 
sitet black Jersey that would be worn through 

On November 28, 2005, Steve Mariucci was 
relieved of his duties as head coach and defensive 
coordinator Dick Jauron was named interim head 
coach for the remaining five games. 

In 2006, the Lions hired Rod Marinelli as the 
team’s 24th head coach, a position he would hold 
through 2008. 

In 2008, the Lions commemorated the franchise’s 
75th season in Detroit. Just a handful of NFL teams 
have been around as long as the Lions, a franchise 
that spans several generations of fans over the 

ears. Detroit has called three different stadiums 

ome with nearly 1,400 players seeing action ona 
given gameday and numerous coaches strolling the 
sideline. That history is rich with great players who 
have donned the uniform -- the Lions are one of only 
nine teams to have at least 18 Pro Football Hall of 
Fame players don their respective uniforms -- and 
with traditions like the “Honolulu Blue and Silver”, 
the leaping Lion logo, the “Roaring 20’s” and the 
team’s annual Thanksgiving Tradition. 

In 2009, for the first time in team history, the 
team entered the season with a new president, Tom 
Lewand, a new general manager, Martin Mayhew, 
and anew head coach, Jim Schwartz, hired January 


16, 2009. In that same year, the Lions introduced 
a new logo and new brand, along with new team 
uniforms that features the first significant ange 
to the Lions logo since it was introduced in 1961. 

Schwartz labeled the 2011 season upon its 
conclusion as not a lhe ear but an important one. 
Perhaps most notably, 2011 will be remembered 
for the “comeback” as the Lions returned to the 
playoffs for the first time since 1999 and set NFL 
records with four comeback wins of 13+ points, 
three comeback wins of 17+-points and two back- 
to-back 20+-point comeback wins. The Lions set 
several team records, including points (474) and 
yards (6,337), as well as individual records. Perhaps 
the two biggest stars leading the Lions in 2011 
were QB Matthew Stafford, named AP Comeback 
Player of the Year, and All-Pro WR Calvin Johnson. 

In 2012, the season was highlighted by Johnson's 
remarkable performance as he broke the NFL record 
for receiving yards in a single season. He finished 
with 122 receptions for 1,964 yards, haber tk erry 
Rice's previous record of 1,848 yards in 1995. One 
season later in 2013, Stafford became the Lions 
all-time leader in career passing yards, breakin 
the previous record of 15,710 yards held by Ha 
of Fame QB Bobby Layne that stood for 55 years. 
Stafford reached this feat in only 55 career games, 
while Layne accomplished his mark in 97 games. He 
became the first Lions QB to reach 17,000 career 
passing yards. 

After five seasons with the team (2009-13), 
Schwartz was dismissed as head coach on 
December 30, 2013. 

A new era for Lions football began January 14, 
2014 with the introduction of Jim Caldwell as the 
team's new head coach. Caldwell arrived in Detroit 
after leading the Indianapolis Colts to the Super 
Bowl as a head coach and won Super Bowls with 
both the Colts and the Baltimore Ravens. 

On March 9, 2014, Lions Owner and Chairman 
William Clay Ford passed away at the age of 88. 
Mr. Ford seu aleeee the team January 10, 1964 and 
owned the team for 50 years. With his passing, 
ownership of the Lions organization was passed to 
his wife, Martha Firestone Ford, as she succeeded 
her late husband as Owner and Chair of the Board 
for the franchise. 

Caldwell led the Lions to an 11-5 record the 
ensuing season and a berth in the NFC Wild Card 
game, becoming just the third coach in team history 
to lead the Lions to the playoffs in his first year with 
Detroit. He also became one of only four coaches to 
lead the Lions to 11+ wins in a season. 

Martin Mayhew and Tom Lewand were relieved 
of their duties on November 5, 2015. Rod Wood 
was hired as team president on November 19, 
2015, as the Lions went on to finish the season 
7-9, winning six of the team's final “ant games of 
the 2015 season. On January 8, 2016, Bob Quinn 
was named Lions Executive Vice President and 
General Manager following 16 seasons with the 
New England Patriots.

Filming of the George Plimpton book, “Paper Lion,” 
began in early 1968. Alan Alda starred as Plimpton, 
the Sports Illustrated feature writer who masquer- 
aded as a quarterback with the Lions during training 
camp. The world premiere was held Thursday, Oct. 
3, 1968, at the Adams Theatre. The film introduced 
Lauren Hutton to the silver screen, and featured 
actual members of the Detroit Lions, including 
coach Joe Schmidt, Alex Karras, John Gordy, Mike 
Lucci, Pat Studstill and Roger Brown. 


> The 2003 season marked the 40th anniversary of 
George Plimpton’s visit to Lions’ training camp 
when he began writing the original script for his 
book. Last year was also the 35th anniversary 
of the “Paper Lion” movie release. 

> The Detroit Lions reunited most of the cast in 
2003 with a “Paper Lion” reunion that was held 
in September. Forty players, including Plimpton 
and Karras, rekindled friendships that formed 
during their experience together in the 1960s. 

> The reunion turned out to be the final chapter 
of Plimpton’s life as he passed any days later 
(September 26, 2003) at the age of 76.

DECADE OF DOMINANCE 


Only a handful of great teams over the years in the 
NFL can claim the title of dynasty. One of those 
great teams was the Detroit Lions in the 1950s 
when the franchise captured world championships 
three times in a six-year span. Winning three cham- 
ell in six years has occurred only nine times 
Y eight different teams in the history of the NFL. 
> Detroit won back-to-back titles in 1952 and 1953 
and became the third team since the beginning 
of NFL Championship games in 1933 to win 
championships in consecutive years. 
> Overall since ‘33, back-to-back titles has oc- 
curred just 15 times. Including 1954, the Lions 
appeared in the NFL title game four times in a 
six-year period. 
DEEP IN THE HEART OF TEXAS 
The Detroit Lions have a deep history of outstand- 
ing pay who have Texas roots. Five players on 
the Lions’ All-Time Team played oleae football in 
the Lone Star State, Weer QB Bobby Layne 
(Texas), S Yale Lary (Texas A®M), RB Doak Walker 
(Southern Methodist), G Harley Sewell (Texas) and 
DT Doug English (Texas). Layne, Lary and Walker 
are all members of the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 
>» Joining those stars on the franchise’s All-Time 
Team are Texas prepsters CB Dick “Night Train” 
Lane (Austin), who is also a member of the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame, and RB Billy Sims (Hooks). 
> Layne, Lane, Lary and Walker are all members 
of the Pride of the Lions charter class. 


Texas roots go back even deeper with Layne and 

Walker who grew up only a few blocks apart in 

Dallas, Texas, and were childhood friends. Both 

ee started in the backfield at Highland Park 
igh School in 1943. After stints in the military 

during World War II, Layne went to Texas University 

while Walker played for rival Southern Methodist 

University. The two were reunited when they joined 

the Lions in 1950. 

> That connection has been revisited with the 
Lions drafting QB Matthew Stafford with the first 
overall pick in the 2009 NFL Draft. Stafford also 
is from Highland Park, Texas and went to the 
same high school as Layne and Walker. 

> He was joined in the first round of 2009 NFL 
Draft by another Texas prep star when the Li- 
ons drafted TE Brandon Pettigrew, who is from 
Tyler, Texas.

It was, legend says, a Bian) colorful, probably 
chilly, November day in 1622 that Pilgrims and Native 
Americans celebrated the new world’s bounty with 
a sumptuous feast. 

They sat together at Plymouth Plantation (they 
spelled it Plimouth) in Massachusetts, gave thanks 
for the goodness set before them, then dined on 
pumpkin pie, sweet potatoes, maize, cranberry sauce, 
turkey and who knows what else. 

Actually, fish was just as predominant a staple. 
And history books say pumpkin pe really debuted 
a year later. But regardless of the accuracy of the 
details, that’s how Thanksgiving Day is seen by 
Americans -- except Detroiters. 

They may have most of the same images as 
eye else, but with a new twist that began in

Four Benen of Detroiters have been a proud 
part of the American celebration of Thanksgiving. The 
relationship between Detroit and Thanksgiving dates 
back to 1934 when owner G.A. Richards scheduled a 
holiday contest between his first-year Lions and the 
Chicago Bears. Some 80 years later, fans throughout 
the State of Michigan have transformed an annual 
holiday event into the single greatest tradition in the 
history of American professional team sports. Indeed, 
if football is America’s passion, Thanksgiving 
football is Detroit’s passion. 
The game was the brainchild of Richards, the 
first owner of the Detroit Lions. Richards had 
urchased the team in 1934 and moved the club from 
ortsmouth, Ohio to the Motor City. The Lions were 
the new kids in town and had taken a backseat to 
the baseball Tigers. Despite the fact the Lions had 
lost only one game prior to Thanksgiving in 1934, 
the season’s largest crowd had been just 15,000. 
The opponent in 1934 was the undefeated, 
defending World Champion Chicago Bears. The 
jame would determine the champion of the Western 
ivision. Richards had convinced the NBC Radio 
Network to carry the game coast-to-coast (94 
stations) and additionally, an estimated 26,000 fans 
jammed into the University of Detroit Stadium while 
thousands more disappointed fans were turned away. 
The game was the NFL's first ona national broadcast. 
In 2009, the Lions had Day game against 
Green Bay marked the NFL's 75th anniversary of 


the first NFL national game broadcast. Graham 
McNamee was the announcer for NBC Radio for 
that historic game in 1934. 

Despite two Ace Gutowsky touchdowns, 
the Bears won the inaugural game 19-16, but 
a classic was born. Since 1934, 74 games have 
been played with the Lions holding a 35-38-2 
(.480) record in the series. And each game, in 
its own way, continues to bring back memories 
of Thanksgiving, not only to Lions fans, but to 
football fans across the nation. 
THANKSGIVING DAY FACTS 


> The series began November 29, 1934 when 
Detroit played host to the Chicago Bears. In 
the first Thanksgiving Day game, the Lions 
were defeated by the Bears 19-16. 

> Atotal of 76 games have been played with the 
Lions owning a 36-38-2 record in the annual 
holiday classic. 

> More than 4 million fans have witnessed the 
Lions’ 76 Thanksgiving Day games. The total 
attendance for the first 76 games is 4,307,635 
an average of 56,679 fans per game. 

> The Lions have played 24 different teams 
since the first Thanksgiving Day game. The 
most common opponent has been the Green 
Bay Packers, who the Lions played in 2013 
for the 21st time in the Thanksgiving series. 
Their second most common opponent is the 
Chicago Bears (16 times). 

» The two highest ed games were a 44-40 
Packers’ win in 1986 and a 52-35 Detroit romp 
over Green Bay in 1951. 

> The lowest scoring game was a 12-0 
Philadelphia win in the 1968 “Mud Bowl.” 

> Eleven times in the series has a game been 
decided by three points or less, with the Lions’ 
record standing at 4-5-2 in those meetings. 

> The most lopsided game was a 45-3 Lions win 
over Pittsburgh in 1983. 

> Seven shutouts have been recorded, but onl 
one by the Lions (20-0 over the Bears in 1979). 

> Three Thanksgiving Day games have gone into 
overtime. The first came in 1980 when the 
Bears’ David Williams returned the opening 
kickoff of OT for a 95-yard touchdown. At the 
time, the game marked the shortest overtime 
game in NFL history (21 seconds). The second 
overtime game occurred in 1998 when the 
Lions defeated the Steelers 19-16 on a 42- 
yard Jason Hanson field goal in a game that 
will be remembered for the controversial 
coin toss before overtime began. The third 
occurred against the Houston Texans in 2012 
in a game categorized by back-and-forth 
possessions and two missed field goals from 
each side, with Houston K Shayne Graham 
pulling out a 32-yarder for the win.

UNIFORM HISTORY 


1934-1947: The first uniform 
donned by the Detroit Lions 
included a blue jersey with 
gleaming silver numerals, silver 
pants and a silver helmet. The 
shoes were black. The shade of 
blue used for da became 
known as ‘Honolulu’ blue. 


1948: Alvin ‘Bo’ McMillin 
joined the Lions after having 
success as a college coach at Indiana University. 
Soon after his arrival, McMillin changed the colors 
of the Lions’ uniforms with the new colors resem- 
bling those of his Hoosier teams. The organization 
a la Honolulu blue and silver as their official 
colors. 





> The jersey was scarlet with white 
numbers and the pants were white 
with a thin black stripe between 
two thin scarlet stripes. The hel- 
mets were black. All the players 
wore leather helmets that season 
due to the league’s ban on plastic 
helmets. 

> The team had a second, all-black il 
uniform, which would be worn 
only for certain Pilea games that McMil- 
lin particularly wished to win. The jersey was 
black with white numbers and the pants were 
black with a thin scarlet stripe between two 
thin white stripes. 

> The two uniform sets ended up being worn in 
four different combinations (scarlet/white; black/ 
black; scarlet/black; black/white). 


1949: The Lions returned to wearing their Honolulu 
blue and silver uniforms at home but continued to 
wear combinations of the scarlet and white uni- 
forms and the all-black uniforms on the road. The 
team changed the color of their helmet to blue and 
some players went back to wearing plastic helmets 
after the NFL lifted the ban on plastic headgear 
from the previous season. 


1950-55: After wearing five different 
combinations of scarlet, white, black, 
silver and Honolulu blue in the previous 
two seasons, the Lions went back to 
wearing the traditional Honolulu blue 
and silver uniforms at home and on the road. For 
most of the 1950 season the team wore blue hel- 
mets but went back to wearing silver helmets for 
the 1951 season. During the early 50’s, the NFL did 
not allow the Lions to wear silver helmets for night 

james because of their resemblance to the white 

They spray-painted their 
helmets blue for night games. Also, in 1951, the 
Lions wore the Detroit 250th Anniversary patch on 
their left sleeve. The patch was also worn by the 
Red Wings and Tigers. 


1956: This was the first season that the Lions 
added their uniform numbers to the arm sleeves. 
Some players, like Lions Hall of Fame LT Lou 


Creekmur, were unhappy with the 
change - claiming that It made it 
harder to get away with holding. 


1957-60: The Lions began wear- 
ing separate colored uniforms on 
the road on a permanent basis 
in 1957. The jersey was white

and the helmet and pants remained silver. 

> They wore a white jersey on at least one other 
occasion in a previous season. On October 24, 
1954, the Lions wore a similar white uniform in 
a game at San Francisco which they lost, 37-31, 
to the 49ers. 


1961-67: In 1961, William Clay Ford’s first season 
as the team’s president, there were some signifi- 
cant uniform changes. The helmet remained silver 
with a grey facemask but now had the leaping-lion 
logo as well as two vertical blue stripes running 
from the back to the front. The pants also had two 
vertical blue stripes. Three silver stripes, one thick 
between two thin, were added to the arm sleeves 
of the home jersey. The away jersey remained the 
same. 
> During the mid-60s, many players cut off part 
of the sleeves-giving appearance of only one 
or two stripes. 


1968-69: 1968 was the first 
year the Lions had a white 
stripe between the two blue 
stripes on the helmet. The 
Lions and the rest of the 
league wore the NFL 50th 
Anniversary patch on their 
left shoulder in 1969. 


1970-71: Last names were 

added to the back of the 

players’ jerseys in silver lettering and white trim 

ee to the Leaping Lion logo on the helmet 

in . 

> For the second half of the 1971 season, the 
Lions wore a black band, which was sewn over 
the thick stripe on the left sleeve on their home 
and away jerseys, in honor of wide receiver Chuck 
Hughes. Hughes died of a heart attack with 62 
seconds remaining in the fourth quarter against 
the Chicago Bears on October 24, 1971. 


1972: The Honolulu blue home jersey had white 
trim on the silver numerals and the white jerseys 
had silver trim on blue numerals for the first time 
in 1972. It was also the first year that there was a 
white, vertical stripe between the two blue stripes 
on the pants. 
> The Lions tweaked the striping on the arm- 
sleeves for that season as well. The home 
jerseys had the one thick silver stripe between 
two thin white stripes and the away jersey had 
the one thick blue stripe between to thin silver 
stripes. 


1973-75: Detroit changed back to the three silver 
stripes, one thick between two thin, on the sleeves

1976-79: In 1976, the players’ numbers were 
added to the back of the helmet. 


1980-81: The Lions changed the dull silver stripes 
and trimming on their uniforms to a shimmering 
silver glitter. This only lasted two seasons because 
of complaints by other teams about the glare. 


1982-97: 

> 1982: The Lions changed the color of the 
numbers on their home jerseys, making them 
white with silver trim. 

> 1983: The Lions wore a 50th Anniversary patch 
on their left shoulder. The Lions changed their 
facemask from silver/grey to Honolulu blue. 

> 1991: The team wore a patch hon- 
oring Russ Thomas, a former player 
and General Manager for the Lions, 
who had recently passed away. 
For their final seven games (five 
regular season, two postseason), 
each player had a white circle 
decal with a blue number ’60,’ on 
the back right side of the helmet, in honor of RG 
Mike Utley. Utley suffered a spinal cord injury 
in a game against the Los Angeles Rams on 
November 17, 1991. The small NFL shield was 
added to the ‘V’ of the neck. 

> 1992: They wore a black circle decal with a 
white number ‘65,’ on the back right side of the 
helmet, in honor of LG Eric Andolsek, who was 
killed a few months prior to the season. 

> 1993: The Lions wore a 60th Anniversary patch 
on their left shoulder. 

> 1994: The Lions wore throwback jerseys for 
the 1994 season while the NFL was celebrat- 
ing their 75th anniversary. This version of the 
uniform was intended to replicate the jersey 
worn by the Lions in 1935, which was the season 
that the team won their first world champion- 
ship. Several players wore a black circle decal 
with a white number ’50,’ on the back right 
side of the helmet in honor of former Lions’ LB 
Toby Caston. 

1998: In what turned out to be

2005: The Lions introduced a new Beem 
black alternate jersey featuring Ho- 
nolulu Blue numbers with silver and 
white trim. The alternate jersey can be 
worn in as many as two regular season 
games and one preseason game. 





2008: To commemorate the Detroit 

Lions 75th Season, the team wore a patch on the 
home and away jerseys. Additionally, the Lions 
wore the franchise’s classic “throwback” uniform 
sans 75th Season patch for two games. 

LIONS COMPREHENSIVE BRAND 


On April 20, 2009, the Detroit Lions unveiled anew 
comprehensive brand that includes a new logo and 
new uniforms. As part of the new comprehensive 
brand, the Lions also introduced a new logotype 
and a new proprietary font, “NFL Lions.” The new 
logotype is additional imagery that presents the 
Lions brand and will be featured in such prominent 
places as the endzone marking at Ford Field. The 
classic Honolulu blue, white and black colors 
remain unchanged. 


HOME HONOLULU BLUE JERSEYS 

> Numerals were customized specifically for the 
Lions uniform. They are Honolulu Blue, trimmed 
in silver and black. 

>» Above the new numerals is the new Lions 
logotype. 

> Onthe collar, there are three trim lines of equal 
width, with two black trim lines outside a silver 
trim line. 

> The sleeves are anew knit sleeve that features 
awide silver trim, inside two smaller white trims 
and those all inside two black trims of equal 
width as the white trim. The new material is 
improved and more flexible for players. The trim 
is part of the knit-sleeve material, which was 
changed from the previous silk-screened sleeve. 

> Numerals remain on the shoulders but are now 
in the customized Lions jersey numerals.

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Players’ nameplates on the back of the uniform 
have slightly modified block letters from the 
previous block letter names on the back of 
the uniform. 


AD WHITE JERSEYS 

The road jerseys are the traditional “road 
whites,” with blue numerals trimmed in silver 
and black. 

On the road jerseys, the collar is in the same 
black and silver trim pattern as the home 
uniforms. 

Sleeves are of the same new knit-sleeve mate- 
rial that are on the new home uniforms. The trim 
on the sleeves includes a wide Honolulu blue 
trim, inside two smaller silver trims and those 
are all inside two black trims of equal width as 
the white trim. 


LMET 

The helmet now features the new logo on each 
side. It is the most significant change since 
the Lions a was first placed on the team’s 
helmet in 1961. 

The facemasks will remain black, but the new 
Lions logotype will be included on the front and 
the back of the helmet. 

At the top middle of the helmet, the stripin 
pattern has been modified. Instead of a thic' 
white stripe, two Honolulu blue stripes and a 
very thin black accent stripe, the helmet striping 
pattern is now a 5/8-inch Honolulu blue stripe, 
two 3/16-inch white stripes and two 3/16-inch 
black stripes. The striping pattern is the same 
striping pattern as the team’s game pants. 


NTS AND GAME SOCKS 

The game pants will remain in the team’s tra- 
ditional silver. Like the striping pattern on the 
helmet, the pants vertical trim on the side of 
the legs are now a thick Honolulu blue stripe 
inside smaller white stripes, which are all inside 
black stripes that are the same width as the 
white stripes. 

The game socks, which are the same for the 
home and road uniforms, now have a 5/8-inch 
black stripe on the calf midline. The top half 
is Honolulu blue and the bottom half is white.

2009 MEN’S NCAA FINAL FOUR 


The 2009 Men’s Basketball Final Four finalized a 
process that included six years of planning with the 
ultimate goal of delivering a Final Four like no other, 
and the NCAA, Ford Field and the city of Detroit 
did just that. The cornerstone to the championship 
at Ford Field was the center stadium court and 
seating configuration that included customized 
risers and, for the first time, designated student 
sections. On the court, the Final Four featured 
Michigan State defeating Connecticut, 82-73, and 
North Carolina defeating Villanova, 83-69 in the 
National Semifinals. In the National Championship, 
North Carolina ousted Michigan State, 89-72, to 
claim the NCAA title. 

The weekend kicked off as the Final Four 
Friday drew a record crowd with nearly 30,000 in 
attendance. The games were expected to establish 
new records, and they delivered. The National 
Semifinals set an all-time record with 72,456 fans, 
and the National Championship upped that amount 
when it drew 72,992. Overall, 145,378 fans attended 
the Final Four, which also set a new record. 

Although the primary focus of Final Four 
weekend was on the student athletes, the 
festivities surrounding the event livened up 
downtown Detroit. The ancillary events, like Hoops 
City, also drew record crowds over the five-day 
period. The NCAA and the Detroit Local Organizing 
Committee worked together on several community 
outreaches, which include a new legacy program. 
In the Detroit community, new early learning and 
rectal centers were opened. All of this was made 
possible by the vision of Ford Field and the NCAA 
to take this event to new levels. In the end, the 
Final Four generated an estimated $30-50 million 
impact on the city of Detroit. 

2008 MIDWEST REGIONALS 


Midwest Regionals, which included the Sweet 
Sixteen and Elite Eight rounds, were held March 
28 and 30 in downtown Detroit for the first time 
as well, and both sessions set new preliminary 
rounds attendance records with 57,028 and 
57,563 respectively for each session. A record of 
114,591 was also established for both sessions. 
The excitement for the Midwest Regional was 
evident when 50,000 tickets were sold prior to 
the announcement of the 65-team tournament. 
Teams in the regional included Kansas (1 seed), 
Wisconsin (3), Davidson (10 seed) and Villanova 
(12 seed). Davidson upset Wisconsin,73-56, in the 
first game and Kansas defeated Villanova, 72-57, in 
the second game. The regional title was claimed by 
Kansas with a win over Davidson, 59-57, ina game 
that came down to the final seconds. The previous 
attendance record for a single Regional game was 


42,519. That mark was set at the Michigan State 
vs. Kentucky game in St. Louis’ Trans World Dome 
in 1999. 

NCAA HOCKEY 

In 2010 Ford Field elevated collegiate hockey to 
an all-time level when it hosted the NCAA Men’s 
2010 Frozen Four. In an area that shows great 
support annually for college hockey and several 
Division | programs in the state of Michigan, Ford 
Field, which was the largest stadium ever to host 
the Frozen Four, proved the ideal venue to provide 
access to more fans of college hockey’s version of 
the Final Four than ever before. 

For both the National Semifinals and National 
Championship, the crowds that gathered set 
new NCAA records and new world records for 
an indoor hockey game. Overall, approximately 
19,000 fans experienced the Frozen Four weekend 
than ever before. The first night of the Frozen 
Four, the National Semifinals, commenced as 
Ford field established a new attendance record of 
34,954. Wisconsin defeated Rochester Institute 
of Technology 8-1 and Boston College upended 
Miami 7-1. In the National Championship game, 
Boston College claimed the NCAA title by shuttin 
out Wisconsin in front of a record crowd of 37,592. 
In total, 72,546 fans watched the Frozen Four at 
Ford Field. 

A LOOK AT THE PAST 


On November 16, 1999, a new era in Detroit 
Lions’ history began when the team officially 
launched the construction of its new downtown 
Detroit stadium. In 2002, the Lions and the city of 
Detroit unveiled one of the most impressive sports 
and entertainment venues ever built. 

The Lions’ downtown home is an incomparable 
64,500-seat facility that includes a giant glass wall, 
revealing the pictar=cue Detroit ria ale and the 
old Hudson’s Warehouse, originally built in 1920. 
The massive project encompasses a total of 1.85 
million square feet of development. 

The old Hudson’s Warehouse, a major 
cornerstone of Ford Field, houses most of the 
stadium luxury seats, pressbox, restaurants, 
food courts, lounge areas, banquet facilities, 
entertainment venues and commercial space. The 
inclusion of the warehouse into the stadium project 
allows the sightlines at Ford Field to be among the 
very best in the NFL. In fact, even the locker room 
facilities have been built in the basement of the 
seven-story historic Detroit structure. 

Detroit played its first home preseason game at 
Ford Field Saturday, August 24, 2003 against the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. Almost one month later, the 
Lions celebrated the inaugural regular season game 
at Ford Field Sunday, September 22 when they 
played host to their long-time divisional rival, the 
Green Bay Packers. The 2002 home opener marked 
the return of the Lions to downtown Detroit for the 
first time since 1974. 

Following this grand opening event and the 
Lions’ first regular season game, Ford Field’s first 
concert was October headlined by the rock-and-roll 
legends, the Rolling Stones. At Super Bowl XL, 
the Rolling Stones returned to headline the NFL's 
halftime show. 


Not only has Ford Field impressed the NFL 
owners, but it has also made an impact on the NCAA 
to name the stadium the site of the 2009 NCAA 
Men’s Basketball Final Four. Ford Field also hosted 
Men’s Basketball Midwest Regional Finals in 2008. 
In addition to the men’s basketball championship, 
the NCAA returned in 2010 as Ford Field presented 
the Men’s Hockey Frozen Four. 

In April 2007, Ford Field expanded its portfolio 
when it hosted one of the biggest sports 
entertainment events of the year when the 
WWE’s Wrestlemania extravaganza rolled into 
town. The event set a Ford Field record with 
80,103 in attendance and it was the second-highest 
tally in the 23-year history of the event behind 
Wrestlemania II (93,173) held at the Pontiac 
Silverdome. Wrestlemania 23 at Ford Field included 
fans from 23 different countries, including all 50 
states and nine Canadian provinces. Wrestlemania 
was the highest grossing one-day live event in 
WWE history, and holding the event at Ford Field 
helped pump an estimated $25 million into the 
local economy. 

Besides events like the NCAA Final Four, 
Midwest Regionals and Frozen Four, Ford Field 
has also hosted prominent motorsports events, 
including the Monster Jam monster truck series 
for the past three years and the AMA Amp’d Mobile 
Supercross series. 

Ford Field began as a construction phenomenon 


on multiple fronts, and is now a crowning jewel of - 


new stadiums in the NFL and Detroit’s downtown 

entertainment district. The stadium’s impact 

will continue to grow as Ford Field plays host to 

football games, sports and entertainment events, 

tradeshows and concerts.
